Jan.  6,  1947. 
The  meeting  for  organization  of 
the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  for  the  current  muni- 
cipal year  was  held  in  the  Admin- 
istration Building,  15  Beacon 
Street    at  12:45  o'clock  P.  M. 


The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  Mr.  Joseph  C.  White,  the 
senior  member. 


Mr.  White:  Under  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  479  of  the  Acts  of  1924 
— An  Act  Providing  for  Biennial 
Elections  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
etc.  —  the  membership  of  the 
School  Committee  for  the  year 
1947  is  the  same  as  that  for  the 
year  1946;  namely,  Dr.  Patrick  J. 
Foley,  Mr.  Daniel  J.  McDevitt, 
Mr.  Clement  A.  Norton,  Mr. 
Michael  J.  Ward,  and  Mr.  Joseph 
C.    White. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  year  of 
the  School  Committee  is  held  for 
the  purpose  of  organization  of  the 
body.  I  am  presiding  as  Chair- 
man pro  tempore,  being  the  mem- 
ber whose  origmal  election  is  of 
the  earliest  date.  The  first  business 
before  the  Committee  will  be  the 
election  of  a  Chairman. 


ELECTION  OF  CHAIRMAN 

The  Committee  proceeded  to 
the  election  of  a  Chairman,  and 
the  Secretary  was  directed  to 
call  the  roll. 

On  roll  call,  the  members  re- 
spectively  voted   as   follows:

NOT  VOTING— Mr.  McDevitt

On  motion  of  Mr.  White,  the 
election  of  Mr.  McDevitt  as  Chair- 
man of  the  School  Committee  was 
declared  unanimous,  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Devitt assumed  the  Chair. 


Mr.  Norton:  It  has  been  the 
rule  of  this  Committee  to  rotate 
the  office  of  Chairman,  and  in 
conformity  with  that  rule  Mr. 
McDevitt   has    been    elected    this 


year.  I  trust  that  this  rotation 
system  will  continue  when  each 
of  us  has  had  two  years.  I  believe 
that  in  the  history  of  the  School 
Department  there  never  has  been 
less  discussion  over  the  election 
of  a  Chairman.  The  idea  of  rota- 
tion in  office  is  a  splendid  one 
and  it  is  followed  in  all  successful 
business  organizations. 

Chairman:  I  wish  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  Committee  for  the 
confidence  vested  in  me. 


BUSINESS  MANAGER 

Dr.  Foley:  I  would  like  to  hear 
a  word  from  our  new  Business 
Manager,  Mr.  Smith,  since  this  is 
his  first  meeting. 

Mr.  White:  I  would  like  to  ex- 
press my  delight  in  seeing  Mr. 
Smith  here  today. 

Business  Manager:  Gentlemen, 
I  left  here  about  seven  years  ago 
today  and  outside  of  appearing 
here  last  June  at  a  hearing  in 
which  I  appeared  as  the  President 
of  the  English  High  School  As- 
sociation, this  is  really  the  first 
diay  I  have  been  back  in  this  room. 
I  was  sitting  at  the  other  end  of 
the  table  when  I  left  here  and  I 
had  the  gavel  in  my  hand.  I  en- 
joyed thoroughly  my  four  years  as 
a  member,  and  also  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee.  In  fact  it  was 
one  of  the  main  motives  which 
prompted  me  to  accept  the  Super- 
intendent's invitation  to  come 
back  as  Business  Manager,  as  well 
as  the  recollections  of  those  happy 
days  here  and  the  fine  group  at 
15  Beacon  Street  and  throughout 
the  school  system.  They  have  al- 
ways been  very  kind  to  me  and 
I  have  enjoyed  my  work  on  the 
Committee  thoroughly.  I  know 
I  am  going  to  enjoy  just  as  much 
if  not  more  so  my  work  as  Busi- 
ness Manager. 

I  am  succeeding  a  fine  charac- 
ter, as  you  all  know,  Mr.  Alex- 
ander M.  Sullivan.  I  had  a  tre- 
mendous amount  of  respect  for 
him  as  everyone  had.  His  shoes 
are  going  to  be  difficult  to  fill, 
and  if  I  am  able  to  do  half  as 
good  a  job  as  Mr.  Sullivan,  I  know 
it  will  be  a  job  satisfactorily 
done. 

I  want  to  take  this  occasion 
publicly  to  thank  the  Superintend- 
ent and  the  members  of  the  School 
Committee  for  their  confidence  in 
me  in  appointing  me  to  this  job. 
I  feel  certain  none  of  you  will  have 
any  regrets  for  your  choice.

RESOLUTION    ON   WILLIAM 
RANDOLPH  HEARST 

Mr.  White:  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  our  government  has  set  aside 
Jan.  26  to  Feb.  1,  1947,  as  "Na- 
tional Youth  Week"  it  seems  high- 
ly appropriate  that  the  Boston 
School  Committee  pay  honor  to  a 
great  American  who  has  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  fight  against  ju- 
venile delinquency  and  in  a  cam- 
paign to  instill  high  moral  prin- 


ciples in  the  lives  of  American 
youth.  Therefore,  I  have  prepared 
and  wish  to  submit  for  your  con- 
sideration the  following  preamble 
and  resolution: 

WHEREAS,  William  Randolph 
Hearst,  editor,  philanthropist  and 
outstanding  American,  in  his  wis- 
dom and  foresightedness  to  safe- 
guard the  youth  of  America, 
joined  hands  with  the  Boston 
School  Committee  in  the  Fall  of 
1943  to  establish  a  recreational 
program  for  'teen  agers — a  pro- 
gram of  their  own  choosing  in 
which  they  share  full  responsi- 
bility, and 

WHEREAS,  This  program  de- 
veloped into  fourteen  night  rec- 
reation centers  conducted  in 
well-lighted,  well-heated,  well- 
ventilated  and  well-staffed  public 
school  buildings,  and 

WHEREAS,  These  fourteen 
night  youth  centers  have  operated 
continuously  for  four  years,  de- 
spite the  acute  period  of  fuel 
shortage,  and 

WHEREAS,  These  night  cen- 
ters have  resulted  in  a  closer 
bond  between  day  school .  educa- 
tion and  night  recreational  ac- 
tivities, and 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result  of  the 
wisdom  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee  and  the  Massachusetts 
Youth  Committee,  sponsored  by 
the  Boston  Hearst  newspapers — 
Record,  American,  Sunday  Adver- 
tiser,— this  youth  guidance  pro- 
gram of  recreation  and  education 
has  served  as  a  powerful  influence 
for  moral  and  patriotic  uplift,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  dividends  paid 
by  this  guidance  program  have 
been  partially  attested  to  in  the 
report  of  Miss  Katharine  F.  Len- 
root.  Chief  of  the  United  States 
Children's  Bureau,  that  juvenile 
delinquency  had  decreased  twenty- 
eight  per  cent  in  Boston  during 
the  year  1945 — the  second  largest 
decrease  in  the  country,  and 

WHEREAS,  The  success  of 
these  centers  in  Boston  attracted 
such  widespread  interest  that 
hundreds  of  centers  patterned 
after  them  have  been  established 
throughout  the  country,  and 

WHEREAS,  William  Randolph 
Hearst  has  further  shown  his  in- 
tense interest  in  the  youth  of  the 
United  States,  not  only  by  com- 
bating juvenile  delinquency  on  a 
national  scale,  but  also  by  his  ef- 
forts to  instill  in  youth  a  true 
picture  of  American  ideals 
through  the  medium  of  his  Junior 
Victory    Army    and    his    annual 
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nation-wide  History  and  Oratori- 
cal Contests  for  high  school  and 
college  students,  and  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Boston 
School  Committee,  representing 
approximately  100,000  pupils  in  a 
city  of  approximately  three-quar- 
ters of  a  million  person^,  express- 
es to  William  Randolph  Hearst  its 
sincere  apnreciation  and  gratitude 
for   the   service  he   has   rendered 


in  helping  to  mould  the  character 
and  lives  of  the  youth  of  our  city 
and  nation.

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
vote  "No"  on  an  item  of  $250,000 
for  a  commissary.  I  feel  that,  a 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  is  a 
great  deal  of  money  to  spend  at 
this  particular  time.  In  order  to 
progress,  we  must  have  changes, 
that  is  true.  Sometime  in  the 
near  future,  I  feel  that  we  should 
have  a  commissary.  Just  at 
present,  I  don't  feel  that  way. 
I  think  that  we  could  spend  very 
nicely  this  $250,000  on  some 
other  project  in  the  schools, 
whether  it  is  in  the  different 
grades  of  the  schools  with  regard 
to  different  matters  that  might 
be  attended  to — that  is  to  say, 
these  are  land  and  buildings, 
and  these  are  in  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners  of  School  Build- 
ings who  have  been  chosen  to 
take  care  of  the  buildings  and  the 
upkeep  of  the  buildings  that 
we  have.  I  don't  feel  that  we 
should  at  this  time  expand  to 
this  amount  of  money,  namely, 
$250,000. 

When  the  item  first  came 
to  the  school  board,  it  was 
$350,000,  and  I  voted  "No"  but 
I  found  that  after  a  breakdown, 
$100,000  of  that  money  was  for 
the  Business  Manager's  office,  to 
be  changed  from  15  Beacon  Street 
to  the  Supply  Department,  where 
it  was  going  to  be  a  new  addition 
of  a  floor,  which  would  necessi- 
tate spending  $100,000. 

Now,  I  feel  that  the  Business 
Manager,  in  order  to  put  in  the 
necessary  equipment,  machinery, 
and  run  the  business  office  in  an 
up-to-date  manner,  needs  a  floor 
and  it  should  be  divorced  from 
15  Beacon  Street,  in  a  suitable 
place  where  he  probably  can 
conduct  the  office  of  Business 
Manager  more  efficiently.  So  that 
I  went  along,  after  the  item  was 
divided  into  $100,000  and  $250,000. 
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It  stands  now  that  the  Commit- 
tee has  voted  for  $250,000  for  a 
commissary.  I  have  tried  to 
explain  and  qualify  my  vote, 
and  I  still  feel  that  we  are  too 
hasty  at  this  particular  time 
in  building  a  commissary.  I  ti^ust 
that  that  will  be  spread  upon  the 
records. 

Mr.  Norton:  My  opinion  on  this 
matter  is  this.  I  don't  know  a  thing 
about  detail.  I  haven't  got  the 
time  to  bother  with  it.  I  have 
confidence  in  our  executives.  They 
inform  me  that  this  is  necessary. 
I  appreciate  that  the  Doctor  has  a 
right  to  his  opinion,  and  he  may 
be  right.  Under  the  circumstances, 
I  feel  that  I  have  to  go  along 
with  the  votes  and  recommend 
this  expenditure,  knowing  our 
financial  situation. 

Mr.  Ward:  Since  I  am  the  other 
vote,  I  want  to  speak  on  this  mat- 
ter. But,  I  think  the  more  impor- 
tant thing  is  a  commissary  rather 
than  a  Business  Manager's  office. 
I  believe  the  commissary  is  the 
more  important  thing.  If  you  are 
going  into  the  same  location  and 
spot  with  one  piece  of  construc- 
tion, then  it  is  only  common  sense 
to  put  both  pieces  of  construction 
in.  What  is  the  sense  of  building 
piecemeal?  It  is  like  going  over  to 
Franklin  Park  and  building  tem- 
porary homes,  when  you  know  you 
have  to  tear  them  down  after 
a  while.  I  believe  the  comrhissary 
is  essential.  If  there  is  going  to  be 
a  saving  of  $6007000' irilbe  storing 
of  food,  I  think  the  commissary  is 
the  important  thing,  the  more  im- 
portant of  the  two.  Still,  I  believe 
the  entire  item  should  be  wiped 
out,  and  I  would  be  agreeable  to 
voting  against  it. 

Mr.  White:  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  two  dissenting  members 
have  made  a  statement,  it  ought 
to  be  made  clear  that  these  are 
recommendations  of  the  Commis- 
sioners of  School  Buildings  and 
the  school  Business  Manager,  in 
conjunction  with  the  survey  made 
by  Mr.  Mahar,  our  Advisory  En- 
gineer. This  addition  for  $100,000 
is  so  that  the  Business  Manager 
may  operate  his  office  in  a  more 
efficient  manner,  because  he  is 
very  crowded  in  this  building,  and 
a  great  percentage  of  help  in  his 
office  is  already  in  the  Supply 
room.  I  think  in  justice  to  the 
new  Business  Manager,  in  trying 
to  get  things  on  a  more  efficient 
and  economic  basis,  even  though 
it  means  an  outlay  of  $100,000 
for  his  particular  office,  it  will 
really  mean  a  saving  over  a 
period  of  years. 


Now,  the  $250,000  for  a  com- 
missary is  a  necessity  because  we 
know  now  that  the  cafeteria  de- 
partment has  to  pay  a  retail  price 
for  everything  they  purchase  be- 
cause there  are  no  facilities  of 
storage.  I  believe  that  was  at- 
tested to  at  the  Conference  up- 
stairs. We  are  also  informed  that 
we  paid  out  $1800  a  year  for  a 
commissary  hired  down  in  the 
market  district,  which  is  not  ade- 
quate to  take  care  of  our  needs, 
for  it  only  takes  care  of  a  small 
percentage  of  purchases  made.  As 
a  consequence,  we  lose  consider- 
able savings  on  quantity  pur- 
chases. I  believe  that  $250,000 
would  be  amortized  over  a  short 
period  of  time.  As  a  consequence, 
doing  it  ROW  is  going  to  save  us 
money  later  on. 

It  ought  also  to  be  brought  out 
particularly  that  this  is  money 
raised  under  the  law,  which  has 
nothing  to  do  with  money  appro- 
priated for  salaries;  it  is  money 
that  is  absolutely  segregated  in 
the  budget  for  land  and  buildings, 
and  it  comes  under  a  special  taxa- 
ble item. 

Dr.  Foley:  Nevertheless,  it 
comes  under  the  tax  dollar,  and 
it  comes  out  of  the  tax  dollar,  and 
.  it  depreciates  a  great  deal.  A 
quarter  of  a  million  dollars  is  a 
lot  of  money  to  come  out  of  the 
taxpayers  of  Boston. 

I  am  in  accord  vdth  the  idea 
of  the  commissary  at  the  proper 
time.  I  feel  that  the  cafeterias  are 
a  luxury,  that  is  to  say  that  we 
would  like  to  see  them  run  a  lot 
better.  I  would  like  to  see  the 
house  in  order,  first,  before  you 
expand.  I  would  like  to  see  the 
cafeterias  in  good  shape  so  that 
we  will  know  whether  a  profit  and 
loss  statement  is  correct,  or 
whether  we  are  losing  something 
in  the  vicinity  of  $200,000.  Of 
course,  I  can  be  questioned  on 
that,  but  I  say  that  salaries  are 
charged  up  to  administration  and 
not  charged  up  to  the  respective 
cafeterias.  But,  until  the  cafe- 
terias can  show  me  that  they  are 
ready  to  expand,  I  certainly  will 
not  vote  for  any  commissary  or 
any  additional  expenditures  for 
that  particular  department.  I  still 
feel  that  we  have  plenty  of  time 
to  erect  a  building,  and,  of  course, 
this  is  going  to  be  separate  from 
Mr.  Smith's  set-up.  But,  I  feel 
that  we  don't  know,  if  we  are  do- 
ing $600,000  worth  of  business, 
whether  a  $250,000  building  is  ade- 
quate. We  don't  know  what  the 
plans    are.     I    haven't    seen    the 
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plans.  I  haven't  seen  the  set-up 
as  to  what  they  are  going  to  have 
there, 

I  quite  agree  with  Mr.  White 
that  We  have  a  Board  of  Com- 
missioners that  are  highly  reput- 
able. We  have  a  Superintendent 
of  Construction  of  School  Build- 
ings who  is  highly  reputable. 
Nevertheless,  we  don't  have  to  be 
hasty.  We  don't  have  to  feel  as 
though  we  are  going  to  draw 
therefrom  $250,000.  After  all,  it 
does  come  out  of  the  tax  dollar. 
That  is  why  I  voted  that  we 
shouldn't  spend  this  amount  of 
money  at  this  particular  time 
when  nobody  is  constructing  any- 
thing today.  I  think  that  materi- 
als are  at  a  very  high  level.  So 
that  is  my  reason,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  White:  In  closing,  I  just 
wanted  to  say  that  I,  too,  don't 
believe  we  should  expand  the 
cafeterias  until  we  are  on  a  self- 
supporting  basis.  This  is  one  move 
we  have  of  getting  towards  put- 
ting the  cafeterias  on  a  self-sup- 
porting basis,  if  we  possibly  can. 
I  think  it  is  better  for  us  to  do 
it  this  way. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  are  not  on  a 
self-supporting  basis,  when  we  are 
showing  a  deficit  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Cafeterias. 

Mr.  White:  That  is  a  condition 
you  have  to  face,  before  you  get 
what  you  want  to  attain. 

Dr.  Foley:  Inasmuch  as  these 
are  arguments  we  have  heard  be- 
fore, I  will  let  what  I  have  said 
stand  in  the  record.

Chairman:  I  think  the  Chair 
should  announce  that  the  budget 
that  has  just  been  passed  by  the 
School  Committee  includes  the 
emergency  compensation  allot- 
ment, but  does  not  include  any 
money  for  increases  to  the  teach- 
ing staff. 

Mr.  Norton:  In  other  words, 
Mr.  Chairman,  this  budget  that 
we  have  just  passed  includes  the 
$200  emergency  allotment.  It  does 
not  include  ^he  so-called  $200 
offered  by  the  Mayor. 

Chairman:  No. 

Mr.  Norton:  In  other  words,  in 
order  to  obtain  the  $200,  it  must 
receive  legislative  approval? 

Chairman:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Norton :  In  other  words,  this 
Board  has  done  as  much  as  we 
can  with  the  money  that  we  have. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: The  preliminary  estimate 
for  general  school  purposes  ex- 
ceeded the  amount  available  by 
law;  that  is,  $15,160,000,  plus 
balances,  plus  income.  That 
amount  was  exceeded  in  our  pre- 
liminary estimate  by  something 
over  $250,000. 

Mr.  "Ward.  Mr.  Chairman,  might 
I  make  this  statement?  Although 
the  Mayor  can  make  the  emer- 
gency allotment  permanent  for 
the  city  employees,  the  School 
Committee  cannot  make  the  emer- 
gency allotment  permanent  for 
the  teachers.    Is  that  correct? 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney:    That  is  right. 

Mr.  Ward:  It  still  remains 
emergency  allotment? 

Dr.  Foley.  Why? 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: By  virtue  of  the  1875  law, 
which  says  once  the  salary  sched- 
ule has  been  adopted,  it  may  not 
be  changed  for  that  school  year. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Mr.  Downey,  we  had  about  $204,- 
000  unexpended  balances  of  last 
year,  to  be  reappropriated  this 
year. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: It  has  been  so  reappropri- 
ated. 


Mr.  Norton:  You  mean  we  ended 
up  the  year  with  two  hundred 
thousand  unexpended? 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney:    Yes. 

Mr.  Norton:  After  we  had  cut 
$660,000  last  year?  That  is  inter- 
esting.   And  nobody  was  hurt. 

Mr.  White:  Yes,  a  lot  of  people 
were  hurt. 

Mr.  Norton:  Who,  for  instance? 

Mr.  White:  The  temporary 
teachers  that  were  laid  off  for  a 
month. 

Mr.  Norton:  Did  we  need  them? 

Superintendent:  We  had  to 
combine  classes. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  ended  up  with 
.$200,000. 

Superintendent:  One  of  the 
reasons  for  the  balance  is  that 
a  large  number  of  teachers  have 
retired  under  the  new  Pension 
system;  a  much  larger  number 
have  retired  than  ever  in  the  his- 
tory of  Boston. 

Mr.  Norton:  How  many  have 
retired? 

Superintendent:  From  Septem- 
ber 1  to  August  31,  1946,  and  up 
to  the  present  time,  there  were 
approximately  181  retired  on  pen- 
sion. 

That  of  course,  does  not  include 
deaths,    and  resignations. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  new  law,  you 
think,  was  the  cause  of  that? 

Superintendent:  Yes;  the  new 
law  will  make  a  person  in  the  late 
sixties  available  to  retire  by  pay- 
ing into  the  fund  deductions  from 
1923  on,  at  four  per  cent.  Non- 
contributory  pensioners  retire  on 
$900.  Under  the  new  pension  sys- 
tem persons  in  the  middle  sixties 
could  retire  at  a  maximum  of 
about  $1800.  Many  of  them  have 
retired  on  amounts  between  $1500 
and  $1800.  It  makes  a  difference 
of  $700  or  $800  in  the.  pension 
and  in  three  or  four  or  fiVe  years 
they  get  back  the  investment  and 
have  the  larger  pension. 

Many  high  school  women  teach- 
ers who  have  retired  and  have 
served  the  full  period  of  time, 
instead  of  receiving  $900;  will  re- 
tire on  pensions  from  $2,000  to 
$2,400.  Those  on  the  maximum 
salary  of  $3,000  who  have  served 
full  time  may  retire  at  80  percent 
of  that  maximum  which  would  be 
about  $2,400.  The  new  State-Bos- 
ton pension,  for  the  elementary 
teachers,  and  the  high  school 
teachers  earning  salaries  of  ap- 
proximately $3,000  has  been  of 
great  benefit  to  them,  and  they 
have  taken  advantge  of  it.  Many 
of  them  have  retired  before  they 
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were  required  to  do  so,  because 
they  felt  they  had  a  pension  on 
which  they  could  live. 

Mr.  Norton:  At  what  age  can 
a  teacher  retire? 

Superintendent:  On  the  new 
pension  system,  55  years. 

Mr.  Norton:  And  they  get  a 
pretty  good  amount? 

Supei'intendent :  Yes,  better  than 
under  the  old  pension  system. 
Teachers  in  these  groups  get  a 
better  pension  retirement  allot- 
ment, under  the  new  state  laws 
than  under  the  old  system. 

Mr.  Norton:  Do  you  consider 
this   a   good   retirement    system? 

Superintendent.  It  is  an  excel- 
lent retirement  system  for  the 
lower  paid  group  of  teachers.  It 
is  not  so  good  a  system  as  the 
present  four  per  cent  system  for 
those  in  the  higher  brackets. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  effect  has  that 
on  the  budget? 

Superintendent:  We  have  to 
provide  for  the  salaries  of  per- 
sonnel in  the  budget  for  the  school 
year.  Retirements  come  in  at  any 
time.  Replacements  come  in  on 
the  minimum.  Pensioners  gen- 
erally go  out  on  the  maximum, 
which  accounts  for  the  large  sav- 
ings made.  Other  savings  are  in 
educational  supplies  and  materi- 
als, particularly  the  expensive 
materials. 

Mr.  Norton:  Starting  this  year, 
I  would  like  somebody  in  the 
system  to  get  all  the  available 
data  together  relative  to  a  ten- 
tative retirement  law  at  60  in- 
stead of  70.  If  what  you  say  is 
so, — that  the  retirement  is  so 
improved. 

This  year,  we  started  to  do 
something  on  that.  We  found  the 
matter  so  complex,  it  is  tied  up 
with  so  many  imponderables,  the 
state  and  city  retirement  systems, 
that  the  Assistant  Corporation 
Counsel  said  it  would  take  time 
to  get  started  on  the  re-drafting 
of  a  law,  making  sixty-five  the 
retirement  age. 

Superintendent:  On  the  present 
Boston  system,  the  teacher's  re- 
tirement allotment  builds  up  very 
rapidly  from  sixty-five  to  seven- 
ty. Of  course,  life  expectancy  is 
less,  and  that  is  why  the  teachers 
are  inclined  to  stay  on.  Under 
the  new  State-Boston  system, 
there  is  not  the  same  compelling 
reason. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  might,  in  mak- 
ing a  study  of  this,  Superintend- 
ent, try  to  have  the  law  amended 
as  regards  sixty-five  to  seventy; 
that  is  to  say,  if  we  are  going  to 


reduce  the  retirement  age  on  the 
allotments  you  speak  of. 

Superintendent :  P  e  r  m  a  n  ent 
teachers  had  to  choose  to  which 
system  they  would  belong.  All 
those  who  came  in  after  the  first 
of  October  this  fall  must  become 
members  of  the  new  State-Bos- 
ton Retirement  System.  Those 
already  in  the  system  had  the 
right  of  choice. 

Mr.  Norton:  That  law  was 
passed  when? 

Superintendent:  In  1945,  for 
the  State,  and  accepted  in  1946  in 
October  1,  1946,  for  Boston,  but 
teachers  had  until  the  thirtieth  of 
December  to  decide. 

Mr.  Norton:  This  Committee, 
as  I  understand  it,  has  been  ask- 
ing the  Legislature  to  liberalize 
the  pension. 

Superintendent:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Norton:  When  you  came 
into  the  Boston  schools,  what 
would  a  teacher  get  at  retire- 
ment? 

Superintendent:  I'll  have  to  get 
those  figures. 

Mr.  Norton:  Well,  the  Superin- 
tendent has  given  me  the  figures, 
and  they  are  almost  unbelievable. 
We  are  making  progress.  I 
understand  the  Economic  Associa- 
tion had  a  hypothetical  case  in 
their  study  which  showed  under 
certain  conditions  that  a  teacher 
would  get  more  in  retirement 
than  actually  otherwise.  The 
point  is  that  we  are  making  pro- 
gress, at  least  along  one  avenue. 

Mr.  John  H.  Brougham:  Mr. 
Chairman,  this  is  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  the  record.  It  is  a 
point  I  don't  want  to  pursue  fur- 
ther at  this  time.  As  a  matter  of 
correction,  the  statement  was 
made  that  the  present  budget  ex- 
hausts the  power  of  the  School 
Committee,  with  regard  to  salary 
action  at  this  time,  and  that  it 
requires  legislation  for  any  fur- 
ther salary  action.  Merely  to  in- 
troduce it  into  the  record  at  this 
time,  I  wish  to  quote  to  you  one 
paragraph  from  Chapter  224, 
Acts  and  Resolves  of  Massachu- 
setts of  1936,  Section  2,  subsec- 
tion   (c),   the  second  paragraph: 

"Nothing  in  this  Section  shall 
prevent  the  Mayor,  on  request 
of  the  School  Committee,  from 
recommending,  and  the  City 
Council  from  passing,  additional 
appropriations  for  school  pur- 
poses." 

Secondly,  with  regard  to  the 
emergency  compensation  allot- 
ments, the  statement  was  made 
that  the  School  Committee  can- 
not  make    emergency  compensa-

tion  allotments  permanent.  Since 
the  emergency  compensation  al- 
lotments for  last  year  have  been 
made  out  of  the  regular  budget 
fund,  within  the  appropriating 
power  of  the  School  Committee, 
I  wish  to  point  out  now,  merely 
for  the  purposes  of  the  record, 
such  action  could  have  been  taken 
at  the  time  of  the  fixing  of  the 
salary  schedule  in  September,  and 
that  the  Teachers'  Alliance  now 
has  a  bill  before  the  Legislature, 
asking  that  the  1875  statute  be  sus- 
pended for  the  purpose  of  mak- 
ing that  and  other  salary  changes 
possible,  before  the  adoption  of 
the  permanent  salary  schedule  in 
September.  I  don't  want  to  pursue 
those  remarks  any  further  at  this 
time,  but  I  think  they  should  be 
in  for  the  clarification  of  the 
record. 

Mr.  Ward:  Mr.  Brougham,  on 
the  particular  point  about  the  in- 
crease in  salaries,  didn't  the  Law 
Department  rule  that  increases  in 
teachers'  salaries  were  not  con- 
sidered school  purposes  under  that 
chapter? 

Mr.  Brougham:'  I  don't  re- 
member the  exact  phraseology  of 
that,  Mr.  Ward.  I  would  rather 
not  discuss  that  further. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: Mr.  Chairman,  further 
clarifying  the  record,  I  think 
it  should  be  said  that  we 
have  had  an  opinion  from 
the  Law  Department  to  the  effect 
that  no  change  may  be  made  in 
the  emergency  compensation  al- 
lotment, either  now  or  at  any 
time,  until  the  Legislature  acts. 
In  other  words,  we  are  author- 
ized by  an  order  of  the  School 
Committee  of  some  years'  stand- 
ing to  continue  $200  per  year,  not 
to  increase  it,  and  not  to  make 
it  permanent,  without  legislative 
action. 

With  regard  to  the  provision  in 
the  law  which  states  that  nothing 
will  prevent  the  Mayor,  on  re- 
quest from  the  School  Committee, 
to  ask  the  Council  for  more 
money,  that  request  should  come 
when  we  make  our  final  budget, 
which  is  on  April  first.  What  we 
have  sent  to  the  Mayor  tonight  is 
simply  a  statement  of  preliminary 
estimates  of  expenditures,  subject 
to  change  between  now  and  April 
first,  and  probably  subject  to  a 
conference  with  His  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  between  those  two  dates. 
We  do  have  the  right,  as  Mr. 
Brougham  has  pointed  out,  at  that 
time,  to  ask  the  Mayor  to  re- 
quest more  money  from  the  City 
Council.

NOMINATIONS  TO  SUPER- 
VISORY OR  ADMINISTRA- 
TIVE POSITIONS 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Chairman, 
having  to  do  with  the  matter 
which  has  brought  most  of  these 
folks  up  here  tonight,  I  want  to 
read  into  the  record  at  this 
time,  additional  telegrams  re- 
ceived. My  telegram  was  dated 
Jan.    29,    1947,    to    the    National 


Education   Association,    Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"Is  it  not  best  educational  prac- 
tice to  allow  superintendents  some 
flexibility  of  choice  in  picking 
assistant  superintendents,  direc- 
tors, heads  of  divisions,  super- 
visors, etc.,  rather  than  restricting 
him  to  nominations  from  the  top 
of  a  rated  or  examined  list.  What 
percentage  of  school  systems  re- 
strict by  rated  or  examined  list?" 

A  telegram  came  back  from 
Dr.  Frank  Hubbard  of  the  Na- 
tional Education  Association,  as 
follows: 

"The  current  practice  shows 
the  selection  of  top  admin- 
istrative and  supervisory  person- 
nel usually  made  on  basis  of  prep- 
aration, experience  and  personal 
fitness.  Nominations  made  by 
superintendent,  after  examining 
records  for  specific  position.  We 
know  of  not  more  than  two  cities 
using  rated  or  examined  lists  in 
filling  major  administrative  or 
supervisory  positions." 

As  I  say,  this  was  signed  by 
Dr.  Frank  W.  Hubbard,  Research 
Division  of  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association. 

In  addition  I  have  received  tele- 
grams from  thirteen  leading  cities 
in  reply  to  a  telegram  sent  by  me, 
and  but  one  city,  Los  Angeles, 
restricts  the  superintendent  in  the 
nominations  to  positions  of  super- 
visory or  administrative  nature. 

Now,  I  would  like  to  say,  here, 
as  a  further  result  of  study  on 
this  matter,  that  in  my  opinion, 
Superintendent  Gould  has  acted 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the 
law.  He  has  acted  exactly  as 
every  past  superintendent  ot 
the  Boston  schools  has  done  for 
over  one  hundred  years.  If  the 
Dean  of  Education  of  any  school 
or  college  in  Greater  Boston  will 
tell  me  any  statement  I  have 
made  is  substantially  wrong,  I 
shall  change  my  vote  on  this  mat- 
ter. I  have  only  one  worry,  and 
that  is,  have  I  all  the  facts?  I 
have  devoted  considerable  time 
to  research  on  this  particular 
problem.  I  am  in  a  position  to 
categorically  state  now  that  the 
overwhelming  weight  of  educa- 
tional evidence  throughout  the 
country  is  with  the  present  prac- 
tice, as  exemplified  in  Boston, 
through  the  medium  of  our 
Superintendent,  in  the  appoint- 
ment of  administrative  or  super- 
visory personnel. 

Chairman:  "The  Boston  Teach- 
ers' Alliance  submitted  to  the 
School  Committee  under  date  of 
Jan.  22.  1947,  the  following  reso- 
lutions: 
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"Whereas  the  Superintendent 
has  nominated  to  new  positions  in 
the  Boston  Schools  persons  who 
have  not  qualified  by  a  rated 
examination,  and 

"Whereas  the  Superintendent 
has  not  notified  the  teachers  in 
the  Boston  schools  of  the  creation 
of  such  positions,  and 

"Whereas  the  Superintendent 
has  recommended  that  the  persons 
appointed  to  these  positions  re- 
ceive salary  increases  at  a  time 
when  teachers  are  denied  such 
increases, 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved,  that 
the  Boston  Teachers'  Alliance  re- 
spectfully and  firmly  requests 
that  the  Superintendent  make  no 
nominations  which  are  not  based 
on  rated  examination,  that  he  do 
not  create  or  fill  any  positions 
without  previous  notice,  that  he 
do  not  recommend  salary  in- 
creases without  notice  and  with- 
out reference  to  the  salary  needs 
of  the  entire  teaching  staff,  that 
the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee adopt  the  policy  of  not 
approving  such  nominations  or 
salary  increases,  and  that  the 
School  Committee  reconsider  all 
appointments  made  since  June  1, 
1946,  other  than  from  a  rated  list, 
in  light  of  these  recommenda- 
tions." 

Chairman:  The  Chair  will  now 
read  the  statement  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  on  these  reso- 
lutions: 

"In  accordance  with  the  decision 
of  the  Chairman,  the  School  Com- 
mittee considered  the  resolutions 
submitted  by  the  Boston  Teach- 
ers' Alliance,  and  authorized  the 
following  statement: 

"The  resolutions  are  in  two 
parts,  one  having  to  do  with  ap- 
pointments made  by  the  Superin- 
tendent and  approved  by  the 
School  Committee  since  June  1, 
1946,  other  than  from  rated  lists; 
and  the  second  part  having  to  do 
with  the  promulgation  of  a  fu- 
ture policy  with  regard  to  ap- 
pointments. 

"The  appointments  made  by 
the  Superintendent  and  approved 
by  'the  School  Committee  since 
June  1,  1946,  have  been  made  in 
accordance  with  the  law  that 
authorizes  the  Superintendent  to 
make  nominations  of  all  persons 
in  the  employ  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  in  accordance  with 
the  rules  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee, which  provide  that  the  Su- 
perintendent may  authorize,  and 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  be 
required  to  establish,  such  rated 
lists  for  promotion  as  he  may 
see  fit. 


"It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  School  Committee  that  no 
action  should  be  taken  to  re- 
consider the  appointments  in 
question. 

"With  regard  to  a  future  policy, 
the  School  Committee  appreciates 
that  the  City  of  Boston  was  the 
first  to  establish  merit  lists  for 
appointments,  and  later  merit  lists 
of  promotion  for  persons  within 
the  school  service.  Such  lists  have 
gradually  been  increased  in 
number  in  accordance  with  the 
desires  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  as  previously  expressed. 
It  is  the  opinion  of  the  School 
Committee,  however,  that  the 
Superintendent  should  be  free  to 
nominate  assistant  superintendents 
and  directors,  from  within  or  with- 
out the  school  service.  One  of  the 
criticisms  leveled  against  the  Bos- 
ton schools  is  the  fact  that  in- 
breeding is  encouraged  and  it 
seems  to  the  Committee  that  the 
Superintendent  is  the  one  best 
qualified  to  select  either  assistant 
superintendents  or  experts  in 
special  fields  to  serve  as  directors. 
In  other  words,  the  School  Com- 
mittee, with  the  consent  of  the 
Superintendent,  is  willing  to  pro- 
vide that  in  ranks  below  that  of 
director  rated  lists  should  gener- 
ally be  the  basis  for  promotion." 

Mr.  White:  I  object  to  the 
fourth  paragraph,  that  it  is  the 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  School 
Committee.  I  have  just  received 
this  copy  myself.  Now,  for  pur- 
poses of  clarity  and  for  fear 
anybody  out  there  might  mis- 
interpret my  objection,  it  isn't 
an  objection  at  aU.  This  was 
submitted  to  the  School  Commit- 
tee, and  I  did  not  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  read  it  because  we  im- 
mediately went  into  a  meeting. 
What  Mr.  McDevitt  read  is  sub- 
stantially true,  except  in  this 
instance,  where  I  didn't  have  a 
chance  to  read  the  whole  thing. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  came  in  after 
Mr.  White,  as  usual,  late,  but  I 
got  the  substance  of  what  this  is. 

Mr.  White:  Pardon  me,  I  am 
unusually  slow  in  these  things. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  wouldn't  say 
that  at  all;  I  will  give  you  a  125 
I.  Q.  on  it. 

Mr.  White:  I  am  trying  to  be 
thorough. 

Chairman:  What  I  have  read 
is  the  statement  of  the  Commit- 
tee. 

Mr.  Norton:  In  making  my 
personal  survey  on  this  matter, 
Mr.  Chairman,  I  ran  into  one  au- 
thority at  Harvard  who  seemed 
to  think  it  might  be  possible  for 
us  or  for  the  Superintendent  to

work  out  in  these  cases  that 
have  caused  this  protest  some 
sort  of  a  cui'riculum;  to  appoint 
some  sort  of  advisory  committee 
outside  the  system;  in  other 
words,  to  take  steps  that  might 
lead  to  a  great  confidence  in  our 
promotional  system,  as  it  is  now 
constructed.  That  is  the  gentle- 
man who  had  to  do  with  the 
writing  of  the  Strayer  Report.  He 
says  that  every  city  is  different, 
that  while  what  I  say  is  so  here, 
that  every  city  has  a  peculiar 
problem  that  is  rather  indigenous 
to  itself.  That  being  so.  Superin- 
tendent, I  hope  that  we  will,  in 
the  future,  find  it  possible  to 
work  out  some  sort  of  a  tech- 
nique that  will  give  to  more  of 
these  teachers  here  present  to- 
night a  feeling  that  the  whole 
business  has  been  done  on  a  sci- 
entific, fair  basis. 

Just  the  mere  fact  that  they 
are  here  seems  to  point  to  the 
fact  that  we  might,  if  we  tried 
and  studied  hard  enough,  find  a 
little  better  way — I  don't  know. 
Somebody,  the  other  evening, 
criticized  me  for  not  having  an 
answer  at  the  end  of  a  year  or 
a  month  or  whatever  it  was.  This 
man  at  Harvard  said:  "I've  studied 
this  thing  and  I've  been  studying 
it  for  thirty  years,  and  I  don't 
know  the  answer  yet."  But  we 
members  of  the  Committee  are 
criticized  for  not  having  an  answer 
at  the  end  of  a  month  or  a  year; 
it  isn't  quite  fair. 

On  this  occasion,  Superintend- 
ent, I  think  it  might  be  well  for 
us  to  examine  into  our  techniques, 
to  see  if  it  isn't  possible  to  outline 
some  procedure,  so  that  not  so 
many  of  the  teachers  that  are 
here  in  this  room  tonight ,  would 
have  a  feeling  that  something 
might  be  wrong.  I  don't  know 
how  to  do  it.  I  have  the  utmost 
confidence  in  you.  I  don't  think 
there  is  a  person  who  Jives  who 
could  influence  you  in  your  judg- 
ment; that  is  pretty  well  under- 
stood by  everybody.  It  is  unfor- 
tunate this  had  to  come  at  this 
time;  it  is  unfortunate  that  you 
should  happen  to  be  the  first 
superintendent  in  the  history  of 
the  Boston  schools  who  was  ques- 
tioned on  this  matter.  However, 
I  am  leaving  that  thought  with 
you,  that  it  might  be  possible  to 
work  out  techniques  so  that  more 
of  our  teachers  would  feel  they 
were  being  treated  fairly. 

Mr.  White:  I  still  feel  that  it  is 
quite  difficult  to  answer  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Teachers'  Alliance 
with  one  vote.   I   think — because 


it  is  quite  difficult,  under  the 
rules  now  operating  under  which 
we  work,  and  knowing  that  the 
Superintendent  acted  under  the 
powers  with  which  he  is  vested 
by  the  rules  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  making  his  nominations, 
or  in  making  the  nominations 
that  he  had  submitted  and  which 
we  approved,  that  we  could  tell 
those  teachers  we  will  rescind 
the  vote  now.  I  don't  know— per- 
haps there  isn't  a  moral  obhga- 
tion  on  our  part  to  do  so,  once  we 
approve  the  Superintendent's 
actions,  unless  there  is  some  other 
reason  than  has  been  advanced 
so  far,  for  not  keeping  the  stand 
we  have  now.  Or,  in  other  words, 
I  don't. see  how  I,  in  justice  to 
those  people  that  I  voted  to  con- 
firm, under  the  Superintendent's 
nomination,  with  no  objection  to 
their  qualifications,  could  rescind 
that  affirmation.  However,  I  do, 
on  the  second  part,  and  I  did  last 
April  29th,  when  I  submitted 
orders  similar  to  the  ones  em- 
bodied in  the  resolution,  and  it 
y  was  voted  down.  I  feel  the  same 
way  today  as  I  felt  then. 

Regardless  of  the  telegrams 
submitted  from  the  various  su- 
perintendents throughout  the 
country,  and  the  telegram  read 
today  from  the  National  Educa- 
tion Association  Research  Depart- 
ment, that  there  were  perhaps 
very  few  systems  using  rated  or 
examined  lists  in  filling  major  ad- 
ministrative or  supervisory  posi- 
tions. Now,  that  may  be  very 
true,  and  of  course,  different 
circumstances,  in  different  cities 
change  the  picture.  Well,  I  can't 
see  where  there  is  any  difference, 
when  we  allow  anybody  to  take 
the  examination  in  our  school  sys- 
tem. We  do  allow  anybody,  and 
there  is  only  one  restriction,  and 
that  is  that  they  must  be  bona 
fide  residents  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton at  the  time  of  examination. 
Anybody  in  this  country  who 
wants  to  establish  a  bona  fide 
residence  can  come  and  take  the 
examination  and  become  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school  system. 

What  other  school  systems  vex 
the  country  are  facing  the  prob- 
lems that  we  are?  We  are  facing 
a  dwindling  school  popula- 
tion. We  have  not  only  competi- 
tion from  the  private  schools,  but 
families  are  migrating  from  the 
City  of  Boston  to  lower  taxable 
areas.  As  a  consequence,  our 
school  population  is  going  down. 
Every  single  qualified  teacher  in 
our  school  system  knows  the 
dwindling  school  population,  and 
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knows  that  the  opportunity  for 
promotion  is  less  and  less,  for 
there  will  be  less  masters,  vice- 
principals,  and  sub-masters  and 
less  everything,  and  that  cur- 
tails the  opportunity  for  promo- 
tion that  everybody  is  seeking. 

I  say  that  we  ought  to  give 
every  one  in  the  school  system  an 
opportunity  to  rate  for  promo- 
tions. We  ought  to  keep  it  for 
the  people  who  give  meritorious 
service.  You  might  say:  "Sure,  we 
do  that  because  the  Superintend- 
ent nominates."  But,  it  is  more 
than  that.  We  don't  publish  these 
vacancies.  I  dare  say  there  are 
hundreds  and  hundreds  of  school 
teachers  who  never  knew  that 
these  jobs  were  going  to  be  filled 
or  created,  even  though  we  did  it 
at  public  meetings. 

We  have  made  no  provision  to 
notify  these  teachers  that  they 
even  have  a  right  to  come  m, 
or  that  there  is  an  opportunity 
to  come  in  and  consult  the  Super- 
intendent. We  might  have  a  very 
desirable  job,  under  the  rules  we 
now  have,  and  only  two  or  three 
people  in  the  school  system  hear 
about  it.  They  apply  to  the 
Superintendent,  and  he  might 
pick,  in  his  judgment,  the  best  of 
those  three,  but  that  one  might 
not  be  the  best  of  all  of  those 
quahfied  and  available  in  the 
school  system. 

I  know,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
members  of  this  Committee,  that 
you  have  a  profound  respect  for 
the  Superintendent,  and  I  don't 
think  over  a  period  of  years  that 
anybody  has  earned,  with  time, 
with  consultations,  with  advice, 
the  right  to  my  profound  respect 
more  than  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Boston  Public  Schools. 
But,  I  also  recognize  that  he  is 
just  a  human  being,  just  as  you 
and  I. 

I  know  that  when  you  do  not 
make  these  jobs  available  in  com- 
petition with  everybody  in  the 
school  system,  you  have  a  natural 
weakness  for  those  that  are  asso- 
ciated close  to  you  or  close  to  the 
School  Committee  and  around  you. 
I  have  differed  with  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  School  Committee 
on  the  qualifications  of  some  men 
that  have  been  appointed.  Some 
have  been  a  disappointment  and 
some  have  been  a  revelation.  But, 
we  are  here  to  avoid  those  dis- 
appointments, because  certainly, 
if  they  are  disappointing  to  me 
and  the  School  Committee  and 
the  Superintendent,  as  I  know 
some  of  them  are,  we  would  elim- 
inate   it    by    making    it    an    open 


competitive  rating  for  everybody 
qualified  for  the  positions.  There 
is  where  I  make  my  distinction. 
I  haven't  changed  my  viewpoint 
from  that  expressed  by  me  on  the 
29th  of  April.  I  am  re-affirming 
my  stand.  I  also  re-affirm  that 
we  should  deny  the  second  part 
of  the  report,  and  make  the  jobs 
available  to  every  qualified  person 
in  the  school  system,  by  pub- 
lishing them  one  month  before 
being   acted  upon. 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, is  it  possible  for  us  to  notify 
every  teacher  better  than  we  have 
been  doing  in  the  past? 

Superintendent.  Yes;  I  made  no 
notification  whatever  of  the 
vacancies  that  occurred  in  the 
Special  Departments.  For  in- 
stance, in  the  Department  of 
Manual  Arts,  due  to  a  retirement 
of  Miss  Cleaves. 

Mr.  Norton:  How  did  you  handle, 
that  matter? 

Superintendent:  I  received  ap- 
plications from  the  members  of 
that  Department,  from  teachers 
out  in  the  high  schools  who  were 
teaching  the  subject  of  art. 

Mr.  Norton:  Do  you  feel  that 
every  member  of  the  Department 
who  wanted  to  make  an  applica- 
tion was  notified? 

Superintendent:  I  wouldn't  say 
"notified";  I  doubt  if  anybody  in- 
terested in  art  and  art  work  did 
not  know  of  Miss  Cleaves'  retire- 
ment. The  reason  I  think  that 
isn't  likely  to  happen  in  the  City 
of  Boston  is  this.  I  had  applica- 
tions from  three  communities  out- 
side of  Boston,  with  an  entire 
list  of  endorsements  from  various 
officials.  I  had  one  from  Harvard 
College;  I  had  one  from  a  person 
in  another  State  who  made  ap- 
plication for  the  position  and  sub- 
mitted to  me  educational  qualifi- 
cations and  recommendations. 

Dr.  Foley:  Aren't  the  retire- 
ments posted  in  the  papers?  And 
then  you  don't  make  appoint- 
ments until  later,  do  you? 

Superintendent:  These  are  all 
specialized  departments,  with  the 
exception  of  the  administrative 
research  assistants.  I  am  going 
to  have  a  retirement  of  one  mem- 
ber of  the  Department  of  Con- 
servation of  Eyesight  Classes, 
probably  in  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary. This  is  a  specialized  de- 
partment, and  there  will  be 
teachers  who  have  been  in  that 
department  who  will  make  ap- 
plication for  it.  The  general 
service  is  not  interested  in  those 
special  |3epartments;  nor  are  they 
qualified.    They  haven't  taken  the 
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courses.  But,  it  wouldn't  be  very 
difficult  for  me  to  notify  them 
that  there  is  to  be  an  appoint- 
ment in  the  Conservation  of  Eye- 
sight Classes.  There  is  also  to 
be  an  appointment  in  The  Teach- 
ers' College. 

Mr.  Norton:  Superintendent,  I 
am  inclined  to  think,  from  the 
protests  that  have  come  in  and 
the  statements  of  some  of  the 
members  of  the  Committee,  that 
we  might  do  better  than  we  are 
now  doing  on  the  job  of  pub- 
licizing new  positions.  We  might 
even  go  to  the  extent  of  putting 
an  ad  in  the  Boston  newspapers, 
an  official  notice.  Something  is 
weak  in  our  technique  somewhere. 
Too  many  people  feel  that  we  are 
not  doing  the  right  thing,  among 
the  group  in  the  hall  tonight.  I 
wish  we  could  make  a  study  of  it. 
I  wish  a  small  committee  from 
this  group  would  step  in  and 
work  with  us,  so  that  every 
teacher  would  have  proper  noti- 
fication, and  a  sufficient  time  in 
advance. 

Superintendent:  I  have  had 
some  groups  in  here,  and  they  are 
not  agreed  among  themselves. 
Some  say  that  every  position 
should  be  from  a  rated  list.  An- 
other group  says  that  every  posi- 
tion, under  that  of  director, 
should  be  made  from  a  rated  list. 

Mr.  Norton:  Would  there  be  any 
objection  to  putting  a  notice  in 
the  newspapers  in  addition  to 
our  own  bulletins? 

Superintendent:   No. 

Mr.  Norton:  Why  don't  we  do 
that?  Why  couldn't  that  be  done? 

Superintendent:  It  could  be 
done. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  believe  Miss  Cadi- 
gan  had  a  proposition  before  the 
School  Board  some  months  ago, 
with  regard  to  having  a  represen- 
tative from  each  of  the  groups  in 
the  school  system  sit  down  and 
look  over  the  ways  and  means  of 
the  rated  system  and  advancement 
within  the  system.  I  don't  believe 
that  we  have  acted  upon  it.  Nev- 
ertheless, we  were  in  sympathy 
with   it. 

Superintendent:  You  mean  the 
suggestion'  of  a  Grievance  Com- 
mittee? 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes,  that  is  correct. 

Superintendent:  I  suggested  at 
the  Committee  meeting  at  that 
time,  that  that  might  well  be 
considered  by  the  Council  of 
Presidents.  The  School  Commit- 
tee did  not  accept  that  suggestion, 
and  I  don't  know  that  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  teachers'  union 
accepted  it.      I  made    the   state- 


ment at  that  time  that  it  didn't 
make  any  difference  to  me  what 
the  Grievance  Committee  was  or 
what  the  personnel  of  that  Com- 
mittee was  to  be. 

Mr.  White:  That  was  apropos 
of  a  different  subject. 

Superintendent:  Yes.  I  have 
been  working  with  various  teach- 
er groups.  The  elementary  teach- 
ers have  been  functioning  for 
several  years,  and  they  are  a  very 
active,  vigorous  committee.  They 
have  meetings  regularly  with  me, 
and  they  called  to  my  attention 
that  there  could  be  improvements 
made  in  the  grade  system.  Out  of 
those  conferences  with  that  com- 
mittee, we  agreed  to  hold  an  an- 
nual convention.  That  has  been 
held  for  three  years  now,  and 
we  have  gotten  the  very  best 
speakers  available  to  present 
modern  views  on  educational 
problems.  At  one  of  the  earlier 
meetings,  Dr.  Strayer  himself  rec- 
ommended the  man  he  considered 
the  best  man  in  the  country  for 
elementary  education  and  the  ele- 
mentary teachers'  group  paid  for 
that  entire  meeting.  They  have 
continued  that  convention  for 
three  years.  Last  night,  they  met 
with  me,  from  4:30  until  6,  o'clock, 
here,  to  consider  the  establish- 
ment of  grade  committees  and  to 
call  my  attention  to  things  that 
they  think  can  be  improved.  I 
was  asked  to  address  the  group. 
I  did  address  them,  and  called 
attention  to  some  of  the  things 
I  thought  could  be  improved  in 
the  school  system. 

There  may  be  many  people 
who  don't  know  of  the  vacancies. 
However,  in  the  Educational  In- 
vestigation and  Measurement 
Department,  on  the  death  of  Miss 
Bresnehen;  in  the  Fine  Arts  De- 
partment, on  the  retirement  of 
Miss  Cleaves;  and  in  the  Depart- 
ment of  Vocational  Guidance,  on 
the  retirement  of  Miss  Ginn;  I 
doubt  very  much  if  there  are 
teachers  in  the  school  system 
who  were  not  aware  of  those 
facts.  I  had  at  least  fifteen  ap- 
plications, I  am  sure,  and  prob- 
ably more,  for  the  Manual  Arts 
Department,  from  a  fine  group 
of  people,  and  even  there  I  had 
some  from  outside  the  city. 

Now,  I  don't  suppose  there  are 
very  many  teachers  in  the  system 
that  have  interested  themselves  in 
these  special  fields,  but  I  have  a 
list,  now,  as  I  said  the  other  night, 
of  candidates  interested  in  the 
position  of  Research  Assistant  in 
Investigation  and  Measurement.  I 
have  a  list  probably  of  fifteen  or 
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twenty  people  who  are  qualifying 
in  that  special  field,  and  who 
sometime  or  other  in  the  future 
may  want  consideration  for  that 
work  in  testing  and  measurement. 
Those  people  have  shown  a  definite 
interest.  They  come  to  me  and  say: 
"What  are  the  qualifications  and 
requirements?" 

There  may  be  other  people  in 
the  school  system  who  have  not 
come  to  me. 

But  it  means  that  if  they  are 
going  to  expect  a  position  in  that 
department,  they  at  least  have 
to  have  a  master's  degree,  special- 
izing in  that  particular  field. 

We  occasionally  have  teachers 
who  have  qualified  on  rated  lists, 
and  come  at  the  head  of  the  list, 
and  are  appointed  to  a  higher 
position.  Later  they  will  come  to 
me  and  say:  "This  isn't  what  I 
thought  it  was  going  to  be.  I 
would  like  to  be  returned  to  my 
former  position." 

And,  if  you  will  remember, 
within  a  year,  a  person  advanced 
to  a  higher  position  was  restored 
to  her  former  position,  on  re- 
quest. 

Now,  with  reference  to  going 
outside  the  city,  I  can  appreciate 
the  point  of  view  that  Mr.  White 
takes,  that  the  school  population 
is  diminishing.  On  the  other  hand, 
I  am  mindful  of  the  fact  that 
some  years  ago,  when  the  Com- 
mittee wished  to  appoint  a 
Director  of  Fine  Arts,  the  School 
Committee  designated  one  of  the 
Assistant  Superintendents  to 
travel  throughout  this  country 
to  get  somebody  well  qualified 
to  carry  on  the  work.  He  visited 
many  of  the  larger  school  systems, 
at  least  as  far  west  as  Chicago, 
and  finally  came  back,  and  the 
School  Committee  appointed  as 
Director  a  person  who  had  never 
been  in  the  Boston  system  before. 

Also,  there  vvas  a  criticisim 
sometime  ago  that  there  was  too 
much  inbreeding  in  The  Teachers 
College.  On  the  recommendation 
of  a  special  Committee  appointed 
to  examine  Teachers  College,  the 
then  superintendent  was  author- 
ized to  go  outside  the  service  and 
select  the  best  man  available  for 
appointment  to  the  College. 

Also,  in  the  retirement  of  a 
mathematics  teacher  there,  the 
superintendent  in  charge  of  the 
school  was  authorized  to  go  to 
another  teachers  college  and  se- 
lect a  person. 

These  are  all  special  positions. 

When  there  are  broad,  city-wide 
positions,  and  where  large  num- 
bers  in  your   school   system   are 


affected,  the  best  way  and  the 
fair  way  is  rating.  I  do  think 
that  sometimes  for  a  very  special 
position,  an  individual  can  select 
a  competent  candidate.  I  know 
the  colleges  do  it,  and  get  as  good 
a  choice  as  from  a  rated  list. 

As  I  said  at  the  last  meeting, 
you  can  incorporate  in  a  measur- 
ing system  all  of  the  factors  you 
think  you  would  like  to  see  in  a 
person  in  one  of  these  administra- 
tive jobs,  and  you  may  say:  "Is 
this  amount  and  quality  of  educa- 
tion required?"  "Is  this  experi- 
ence required?"  "Is  this  suf- 
ficent  professional  improvement 
and  growth?"  "Are  these  teach- 
ing marks  essential?" 

In  the  long  run,  you  will  come 
rifearer  the  correct  answer  with 
justice  to  everybody  by  following 
some  such  plan.  If  anybody  should 
ask  me,  after  a  good  many  years 
of  experience,  whether  I  can  say 
that  a  ratng  plan  gives  an  abso- 
lute, accurate,  result,  and  that 
there  could  be  no  other  answer,  I 
should  have  to  answer  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

In  other  words,  take  the  rating 
system  on  the  basis  of  1000 
points.  If  you  should  ask  me  to 
prove  beyond  the  possibility  of  a 
doubt  that  991  was  better  than 
990,  without  knowing  how  either 
one  of  them  would  react  when 
given  a  definite  responsibility,  I 
couldn't  tell  you  the   answer. 

In  the  main,  you'll  find  that 
when  those  people  are  grouped 
and  rated,  that  you  are  pursuing 
a  safer  policy  if  you  appoint  from 
a  rated  list. 

Of  course,  there  are  specialized 
positions. 

The  children  of  Boston  are 
entitled  to  the  best  teachers,  from 
wherever  they  may  come. 

I  remember  when  the  survey 
of  1929  was  made.  I  was  a  mem- 
ber of  that  Survey  Committee 
and  the  late  President  Lowell  of 
Harvard  University  was  a  mem- 
ber, also.  There  was  some  ques- 
tion as  to  whether  our  own 
Teachers  College  should  continue. 
Dr.  Lowell  didn't  say  "yes"  or 
"no"  right  off.  Some  wanted  to 
discontinue  the  college.  He  said: 
"Let's  have  studies  made  of  the 
examinations  that  have  taken 
place  over  a  period  of  five  years 
in  the  various  fields.  Then  let 
us  locate  these  people  and  their 
positions  on  these  lists  and  the 
colleges  from  which  they  came; 
that  is  whether  from  "Teachers 
College,  Boston  University,  Bos- 
ton College,  Harvard,  or  other 
colleges." 
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All  that  data  was  assembled. 
Then,  to  make  sure  that  the  spe- 
cific examinations  were  compre- 
hensive, he  asked  for  samples  of 
all  examinations  prepared  over  a 
period  of  five  years. 

At  the  end  of  the  study  that 
was  made  by  him,  he  said  this: 

"When  the  Teachers  College 
graduates  people  who  can't  begin 
to  compete  with  the  graduates  of 
the  other  schools  of  education  and 
the  colleges,  you  won't  have  to 
take  official  action  with  reference 
to  this  College.  The  results  of  this 
study  indicate  that  the  people  from 
the  Teachers  College  are  just  as 
well  prepared,  and  in  some  in- 
stances better  prepared,  than  from 
other  educational  institutions." 

That  was  from  the  President  of 
Harvard  College.  Nobody  has  the 
correct  answer.  We  have  been 
trying  to  perfect  these  rat- 
ing plans  over  a  period  of  years. 

Suppose  you  were  trying  to 
get,  tomorrow,  a  doctor  to  broad- 
en the  eyesight  testing  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  of  Boston.  You  would 
say  to  your  physicians,  some  of 
whom  are  in  the  Boston  school 
system,  that  you  were  going  to 
rate  in  this  case.  You  could  go  to 
authorities  and  say:  "Who  are 
the  best  men  you  know?  What 
have  they  done?  What  investiga- 
tions   have    they   been   making?" 

And,  you  might  be  able,  by 
investigating  on  your  own,  to  get 
a  far  better  qualified  person  than 
you  could  by  trying  to  set  down, 
in  a  rating  plan,  certain  specific 
qualities    that    seem    desirable. 

So  I  won't  claim  any  absolute 
answer  to  the  problem. 

I  think  the  screening  process 
that  goes  on  guarantees  to  us  a 
fine  quality  product. 

I  don't  think  that  you  are  mak- 
ing many  mistakes,  particularly 
in  these  administrative  positions 
that  are  near  that  of  the  rank  of 
assistant  superintendent. 

Mr.  White:  I  was  going  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mittee this  situation.  Recogniz- 
ing the  soundness  of  some  of  the 
statements  made  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, it  is  also  true  that  in  the 
past  ten  years.  Superintendent, 
for  any  of  these  positions  you 
never  went  outside  the  school 
system? 

Superintendent.     That  is  true. 

Mr.  White:  Even  though  we 
accepted  a  motion  such  as  mine, 
that  wouldn't  prevent  the  Super- 
intendent from  going  outside? 
That  would  not  prevent  us,  by 
giving    the    Superintendent    per- 


mission to  go  outside — that  is,  we 
wouldn't  stop  the  situation.  All 
it  requires  is  an  affirmative  vote 
by  us. 

Superintendent:  I  merely  held 
that  out  as  a  possibility.  If  you 
establish  a  rated  system  within  a 
school  system,  or  a  rated  ex- 
amination system,  so-called,  that 
presumes  somebody  you  might 
want  from  outside  would  come  In 
and  qualify  for  the  position  by 
rating  or  examination.  That  isn't 
very  often  done. 

Dr.  Foley:  In  fact,  we  don't 
want   that  to  happen. 

Mr.  Ward:  Not  having  spoken, 
I  wanted,  so  far  as  these  ap- 
pointments for  1946  are  con- 
cerned and  so  far  as  the  action 
of  the  School  Committee  is  con- 
cerned on  confirming  those  ap- 
pointments, to  say  this:  I  am 
wiDing  to  affirm,  with  the  School 
Committee,  that  act  and  have 
those  men  stay  there,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  I  believe 
there  were  approximately  from 
June,  1946,  to  the  present  time, 
somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of 
twelve  to  fourteen  appointments 
made.  During  that  period,  this 
was  the  Superintendent's  judg- 
ment, and  in  these  particular 
cases  it  was  his  judgment  against 
my  judgment,  I  voted  against 
eight  of  those  out  of  twelve  that 
the  Superintendent  had  recom- 
mended, because  I  felt  from  my 
experience,  which  is  not  as  great 
as  the  Superintendent's,  that 
there  were  others  in  the  school 
system  better  qualified  than  those 
recommended  by  the  Superin- 
tendent. It  was  an  honest  judg- 
ment on  my  part,  and  I  believe 
it  was  honest  on  the  Superin- 
tendent's part. 

This  brings  out  one  other  point. 
Previous  to  last  year  the  School 
Conunittee  had  the  power  and  the 
right  to  substitute  in  the  event  of 
a  nomination  by  the  Superintend- 
ent. At  the  present  time  under  the 
present  law,  the  School  Committee 
has  no  right  to  substitute.  If  the 
Superintendent  makes  a  recom- 
mendation for  an  assistant  super- 
intendent of  schools,  we  can  only 
reject.  We  cannot  pick  or  choose 
the  man  who,  we  may  think,  is 
better  qualified  than  the  man  the 
superintendent  picks.  We  must 
wait  again  until  he  sends  a  second 
nomination,  or  a  third,  or  a  fourth 
or  a  fifth  nomination,  or  until  such 
man  is  recommended  by  him  that 
the  School  Committee  feels  that 
he  can  qualify. 

So  far  as  assistant  superintend- 
ents are  concerned,  I  would  like 
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to  ask  Mr.  Brougham  how  he 
feels,  so  far  as  rating  assistant 
superintendents. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Mr.  Chairman, 
in  reply  to  Mr.  Ward,  may  I  state 
that  we  didn't  contemplate  that 
Question  at  all,  feeling  that  the 
position  of  assistant  superintend- 
ent is  definitely  the  policy-making 
level  and  not  included. 

Mr.  Ward:  How  about  Direc- 
tors? 

Mr.  Brougham:  We  certainly 
included  Directors.  We  didn't 
consider  it  the  policy  otherwise,  as 
the  system  now  operates. 

Mr.  Ward:  In  a  Director's  posi- 
tion, how  would  your  organization 
recommend  as  to  where  they 
should  be  taken  from?  The  entire 
school  service,  or  a  specialized  ^ 
group,  within  the  school  service? 
Mr.  Brougham:  I  should  think 
it  is  within  the  capabilities  of  the 
Superintendent  and  the  Board  of 
Superintendents,  with  the  approval 
of  the  School  Committee,  so  to  set 
up  a  list  of  qualifications  for  any 
particular  job,  that  the  suitability 
of  any  candidate  could  be  meas- 
ured against  that  list  by  a  fairly 
definite  rating.  Granting  what  the 
Superintendent  says  is  true,  you 
can't  measure  in  decimal  frac- 
tions the  comparative  abilities  of 
teachers    or   administrators. 

Mr.  Ward:  Outside  of  Directors 
and  Assistant  Superintendents, 
don't  we  pretty  nearly  have  a 
rated  list  on  everything? 

Dr.  Foley:  In  the  specialized 
fields — 

Mr.  Brougham:  May  I  make  a 
few  remarks  here,  Mr.  Chairman? 
First  of  all,  I  want  to  compliment 
Mr.  Norton  for  having  stated  so 
ably  tonight  the  position  which 
the  Teachers'  Alliance  stated  last 
Tuesday  night,  that  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Superintendent 
have  been  absolutely  and  legally 
within  their  powers  in  their  past 
policies. 

I  also  vi'ish  to  compliment  Mr. 
White  for  stating  to  the  Com- 
mittee what  has  been  omitted 
from  this  statement  through 
negligence,  I  am  sure,  or  over- 
sight. I  refer  to  the  question  of 
notice.  It  is  true  that  a  certain 
sort  of  automatic  notice  does 
exist,  when  the  occupant  of  a 
position  dies  or  is  retired.  But, 
with  regard  to  newly  created 
posts,  there  is  no  such  automatic 
notification,  and  so  far  as  we 
have  been  able  to  determine, 
there  was  no  general  notification 
of  the  creation  of  those  posts  or 
of  the  nature  of  the  duties  in 
those  posts,  until  the  time  when 


the  nomination  was  made  to  fill 
the  vacancy  either  by  assignment 
or  permanent  appointment  to  the 
posts.  And  such  notification  could 
be  made  very  easily. 

But  :'■  is  not  merely  a  question 
of  the  notification  of  the  post  of 
Director  and  other  existing  offices 
to  be  filled  that  we  are  concerned 
about.  It  is  this  question  of  the 
creation  of  new  posts,  and  the 
discovery  that  the  persons  who 
become  incumbents,  at  the  same 
time  the  posts  are  created,  possess 
just  the  qualifications  for  the 
posts,  when  a  little  retrospective 
examination  has  led  me  to  state 
tonight  that  I  do  know  positively 
that  there  are  other  persons  in 
the  school  system  who  are  at 
least  as  well  qualified  for  several 
of  those  posts  as  those  who  hold 
them. 

There  should  be  a  proper  solu- 
tion of  this  problem. 

Special    positions    have    special 
qualifications,  it  is  true,  and,  tak- 
ing the  example  of  the  selection 
of  a  man  to  be  a  supervisor,  for 
example,  of  the  broadening  of  the 
eyesight  conservation  or  the  eye- 
sight  measuring   program   in   the 
s.chools,  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
very  statement  of  the  job  implies 
certain  qualifications,  which  could 
be  made  explicit  in  the  notifica- 
tion that  the  job  was  to  be  filled, 
and  against  which  any  prospective 
candidate  could  measure  himself 
and  determine  whether  or  not  he 
wished  to  apply  for  the  job.    Yes, 
and  one  other  thing.     The  state- 
ment says:    "The  School  Commit- 
tee, with  the  consent  of  the  Su- 
perintendent, is  willing  to  provide 
that  in  ranks  below  that  of  direc- 
tor rated  lists  should  generally  be 
the     basis    for    promotion."       It 
merely   occurs    to    me   now   that 
there  might  subsequently  arise  a 
dispute  over  the   exact  terminol- 
ogy there.   I  think  that  everybody 
will  grant  that  the  post  of  Assist- 
ant Superintendent  is  superior  to 
that  of  Director,  but  with  regard 
to    other    posts,    especially    posts 
which  might  be  newly  created,  or 
which  might  become  enlarged,  a 
question  could  arise,  therefore,  if 
what    the    Committee    means    is 
that  for  posts  other  than  that  of 
Assistant  Superintendent  and  Di- 
rector,   the   policy   should    apply, 
that  is  what  the  Committee  should 
say,   rather   than    phrasing   it   in 
this  way.    Now,  I  think  you  can 
see,  then,  that  there  are  two  defi- 
nite  objections,    we  feel,   on  the 
part  of  the  Teachers'  Alliance,  to 
this  statement  as  it  stands.   First, 
that  it  does  not  handle  the  ques- 
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tion  of  previous  notice.  And 
secondly,  that  in  a  minor  matter 
of  terminology,  a  correction  could 
easily  be  made. 

Mr.  Ward:  Mr.  Brougham,  five 
years  ago,  I  tried  to  create  a  new 
post,  and  it  was  publicized  and 
everybody  knew  about  it. 

Chairman:  Mr.  Brougham,  I 
feel,  speaking  for  the  Committee, 
that  we  undoubtedly  will  accept 
your  second  recommendation  on 
the  correction  of  that  terminology. 

Mr.  Brougham:  How  about  the 
notice  which  goes  to  the  essence 
of    the    thing? 

Chairman.  We  will  consider 
that. 

Mr.  Norton:  He  has  something 
there. 

Chairman:  We  will  be  glad  to 
consider  it. 

Mr.  Ward:  We  are  taking  up, 
now,  a  question  of  whether  or 
not  we  shall  have  rated  lists  on 
Directors  ? 

Mr.  Norton:  No.  He  is  specifi- 
cally discussing  two  points.  One 
of  the  most  important  points  is 
the  proper  publication  of  the  fact 
that  there  is  going  to  be  such  a 
position  open,  and  all  the  facts 
about  it,  without  wrapping  it  in 
technical  terminology. 

Mr.  Ward:  It  will  still  be  in 
the  hands  of  the  Superintendent. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  are  not  dis- 
cussing that  at  all. 

Mr.  White;  To  get  the  picture 
clear,  the  School  Committee  has 
the  power  to  create  a  position. 
You  don't  designate  anybody  else 
to  create  the  positions.  We  are 
responsible  for  that.  After  the 
position  is  created,  or  a  position 
is  declared  vacant,  we  wish  to 
have  an  announcement  of  the  prep- 
aration of  a  rated  list  for  the 
position  published  for  a  reas- 
onable time — one  month  before 
the  filling  of  a  vacancy — so  they 
could  apply  and  be  rated  for  the 
position. 

Mr.  Norton:  There  is  a  ques- 
tion as  to  how  to  publicize  this 
properly. 

Mr.  White:  Mr.  Norton,  you 
are  one  as  I  remember  it  who 
distinctly  said  we  should  make 
provisions  for  every  organization 
that  wishes  to  publish  a  notice 
within  the  school  system,  to  pub- 
lish such  notices  on  the  bulletins 
of  every  school  I  believe  a  meet- 
ing like  this  is  subject  to  such 
publication  within  the  schools; 
that  is  why  there  are  so  many 
here,  because  they  have  means  of 
putting  it  on  the  bulletin  board. 
If  they  were  published  that  way, 
through   the   bulletin   board,    and 


more  thoroughly,  that  would  be 
one  way  of  doing  it,  or  perhaps 
-by  sending  out  a  circular  letter 
to  the  teachers  in  the  particular 
category  of  the  opening.  But,  I 
think  they  would  be  satisfied  to 
post  it  in  the  schools. 

Mr.  Brougham:  You  have  the 
phraseology  taken  care  of  in  your 
present  custom  of  requiring  that 
a  bulletin  be  signed  and  dated 
by  every  teacher,  to  certify  that 
each  teacher  has  read  the  bulletin 
which  is  called  to  his  or  her  at- 
tention. 

Dr.  Foley:  That  sounds  all 
right.     That   is   a   good   thought. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: May  I  ask  Mr.  Brougham 
a  question?  Do  I  understand 
from  your  statement,  in  regard  to 
the  phraseology,  that  you  have 
no  objection  to  our  excluding 
Assistant  Superintendents  and 
Directors? 

Mr.  Brougham:  No,  you  are  not 
to  understand  that,  Mr  Downey. 
You  are  to  understand  that,  as  the 
thing  stands  now,  it  really  later 
could  mean  almost  anything  that 
you  want  it  to  mean  by  defining 
a  position  as  being  of  a  certain 
rank. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: Your  suggestion  for  a 
change  in  phraseology  does  not 
mean  that  you  accept  the  con- 
clusion? 

Mr.  Brougham:  My  suggestion 
of  a  change  in  phraseology  merely 
means  that  I  wanted  to  say  what 
I  thought  you  were  saying. 

Assistant  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: If  we  say  that,  you  do  not 
accept  it? 

Mr.  Norton:  He  has  made  him- 
self clear.  There  are  two  points: 
Proper  publication,  and  secondly, 
simplification. 

Mr.  Ward:  Let  me  ask  Mr. 
Brougham  this.  Do  you  under- 
stand that  this  Committee  has 
agreed  to  rate  Directors  in  the 
future? 

Mr.  Brougham:  No,  I  do  not. 

Mr.  Norton:  He  wants  proper 
publication,  and  secondly,  sim- 
plification of  the   nomenclature. 

Mr.  Ward:  They  do  it  like 
civil  service,  put  it  in  the  class- 
room.  ' 

Mr.  White :  Any  one  who  wishes 
to  apply,  regardless  of  the 
method  of  measurement,  is  able 
to  apply  for  the  position.  Isn't 
that  so? 

Mr.  Brougham:  That  would 
go  a  long  way.  The  method  of 
measurement  is  awfully  impor- 
tant. I  see  the  third  last  word 
in   the  second   last   line  of   the 
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statement  is  a  word  that  might 
have  another  meaning  than  is  in- 
tended. The  Committee  is  will- 
ing to  provide  in  ranks  below 
that  of  Director  that  rated  lists 
should  generally  be  the  basis  for 
promotion.  Generally — you  could 
take  specific  exceptions  to  that.  I 
recall  "generally"  in  a  previous 
document  on  the  matter;  so  it 
could  well  be  left  out,  making  it 
a  categorically  universal,  affirma- 
tive statement. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  am  going  to  ask 
our  Professor  of  English,  "Dr. 
Ward,"  to  discuss  this. 

Mr.  Albert  West:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  just  wanted  to  make  this  obser- 
vation, not  as  a  teacher,  and  not 
on  either  side,  as  I  am  not 
interested  in  the  other  side.  The 
principles  of  civil  service  are  pretty 
well  established.  Mr.  Ward  came 
nearest  to  touching  on  them  to- 
night. You  believe  in  civil  service 
or  you  believe  in  the  spoils  system. 
If  you  believe  in  civil  service,  you 
apply  the  principles  of  civil  serv- 
ice, namely,  not  relying  on  chance, 
not  relying  on  gossip,  and  not 
relying  on  the  generally  supposed 
interest  in  a  particular  subject  of 
a  particular  group. 

There  can't  be  the  slightest  ob- 
jection to  publishing  in  every  in- 
stance in  the  widest  manner, 
whether  it  be  the  newspapers  or 
whether  it  follows  the  well-recog- 
nized and  well-established  pattern 
that  the  State  Department  of  Civil 
Service  and  Registration  uses,  and 
which  can  be  readily  discovered. 

Mr.  Norton  discovered  from 
some  Professor  at  Harvard,  or 
Washington  — 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Chairman,  this 
meeting  has  been  conducted  up  to 
this  point  in  a  very  orderly  fashion, 
and  I  want  to  congratulate  all  the 
speakers  so  far.  I  am  going  to 
ask  the  speaker  not  to  impinge  on 
personalities,  but  to  stay  on  the 
facts  and  keep  me  out  of  it. 

Mr.  West:  I  never  accused  Mr. 
Norton  of  having  any  personality. 

Mr.  Norton:  Don't  introduce  per- 
sonalities here. 

Mr.  West:  I  am  quoting  you. 

Mr.  Norton:  Don't  quote  me. 

Mr.  West:  I  am  going  to  quote 
you. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  will  conform 
with  the  rules  here. 

Mr.  West:  Mr.  Norton — he  is 
usually  addressed  as  "Norton"  but 
1  said  "Mr.  Norton."  Mr.  Norton 
said  that  some  one  in  Harvard  or 
in  Washington  suggested  that  the 
problem  of  rated  lists  was  a  pecu- 
liar one  to  various  cities.  The  sit- 
uation in  Boston  is  that  the  Bos- 


ton School  Committee  is  peculiar; 
that  is  the  whole  sum  and  sub- 
stance and  difficulty. 

Mr.  White  made  reference  to 
the  dwindling  school  population; 
he  pointed  out  our  children  are 
going  to  other  schools.  There  is 
no  doubt  about  that.  He  suggested 
that  they  might  be  moving.  Why 
are  they  moving  and  going  to 
other  schools?  The  reason  is  the 
same  one  and  is  why  this  room  is 
filled  with  anxious  teachers — be- 
cause the  parents  of  Boston  and 
the  people  of  Boston  are  becom- 
ing very  much  concerned  and 
very  gravely  indeed,  about  the 
conduct  of  this  Committee,  and 
they  are  losing  confidence  in  it 
and  in  the  Boston  schools,  and  this 
Committee  has  no  right,  to  do  that 
to  a  school  system  which  has  led 
the  country  for  many  years. 

I  think  it  would  be  well  for  you, 
Mr.'  Chairman  and  your  Com- 
mittee, to  consider  gravely  the 
recommendations  made  by  these 
teachers  who  devote  their  lives  to 
the  purpose  of  education  and  who 
don't  use  it  for  the  purpose  of 
political  stepping  stones  or  a 
political  boarding  house. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  think  that  in  coming  here  with 
its  case,  the  Teachers'  Alliance 
and  the  teachers  of  Boston, 
through  their  organization  in  the 
Teachers'  Alliance,  manifested 
their  confidence  that  once  this 
Committee  saw  that  it  really  had 
a  morale  problem,  it  would  do 
something  about  it. 

Now,  we  feel,  and  I  think  we 
made  it  quite  clear  at  the  last 
meeting,  that  we  think  the  Com- 
mittee took  a  long  time  to  see  the 
morale  problem.  However,  that 
is  beside  the  point,  really.  We 
feel  that  this  Committee  does 
now  see  it,  and  this  Committee 
is  now  disposed  to  act..  There- 
fore, I  suggest  that  it  act,  and 
that  the  action  can  be  taken  very 
simply,  first  of  all,  by  voting 
either  to  rescind  or  not  to  rescind 
the  previous  appointments,  of 
which  the  resolution  spoke.  Sec- 
ondly, by  voting  to  adopt  a  policy 
for  the  future,  or  not  to  adopt  a 
policy  for  the  future.  Third,  by 
defining  that  policy,  with  regard 
to  the  persons  and  posts  which 
it  covers  and  with  regard  to  the 
methods  which  Implement  that 
policy. 

I  suggest  that  we  don't  want 
to  trespass  on  your  time  any 
lohger  than  is  necessary  to  bring 
this  question  to  an  equitable 
solution.  If  there  is  any  dispute 
about  methods,  if  minor  matters 
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of  terminology  need  clearing  up, 
I  think  that  those  could  be 
arbitrated,  provided  a  definite 
date  was  set  for  the  arbitration. 

Chairman:  I  would  be  very 
pleased  to  carry  out  the  sugges- 
tion or  the  request  of  Mr.  Broug- 
ham, and  ask  the  Secretary  to  call 
a  roil  on  the  items  as  he  has  out- 
lined them. 

Mr.  Ward.  Define  the  items. 
First  the  action  on  the  appoint- 
ments of  June  first,  and  second, 
that  "any  rank  below  that  of 
Director — • 

Mr.  Brougham:  We  have  a 
difference   of   opinion. 

Mr.  Ward:  We  can't  come  to 
a  vote  on  that  at  the  moment.  We 
are  going  to  define  that  of  Di- 
rector and  the  ranks  below  Direc- 
tor. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Evidently,  there 
seems  to  be  a  difference  between 
you  and  us,  on  the  matter  of 
Directors.  That  is  a  question. 
Speaking  for  the  Teachers,  we 
feel  the  post  of  Director  should 
be  included  among  those  that  the 
policy  should  cover. 

Mr.  Ward:  In  some  instances, 
the  post  of  Director  in  the  Bos- 
ton Public  Schools  is  different.  In 
Boston,  you  have  one  Director 
who  gets  $6,000  a  year,  and  an- 
other Director  who  gets  $4,200  a 
year.  And  in  those  various  direc- 
torships, I  assume  that  the  sal- 
aries were  established  years  ago, 
commensurate  with  the  duties  or 
the  importance  of  the  particular 
positions  of  Directors  at  that 
time.  In  a  post  with  $6,000  a 
year,  it  may  be  safe  to  assume  a 
headmaster  of  a  high  school 
would  qualify  or  try  to  make 
himself  eligible  for  a  $6,000  post, 
where  he  would  not  be  interested 
in  a  $4,200  post. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Mr.  Ward's  an- 
alysis of  the  reasons  for  the  vari- 
ous or  the  varying  salaries  of  Di- 
rectors reminds  me  of  the  classic 
definition  of  a  Judge.  "A  Judge 
is  a  lawyer  who  knew  a  Governor." 

I  won't  go  any  further  on  the 
matter  of  relative  importance  of 
the  post  of  Director. 

Mr.  Ward:  Let  us  hold  the  post 
of  Director  in  abeyance.  If  you 
want  to  act  on  the  other  matters, 
I  am  willing  to  act  now. 

Mr.  White:  I  am  willing  to  act 
on  both  things.  I  believe,  as  I 
expressed  previously,  that  every 
post  should  be  made  open  to  a 
rating  for  everybody  in  the  school 
system.  Why  don't  we  affirm 
that  position?  I  thought  from 
talking  to  Mr.  Norton  in  this 
little  controversy  we  have  had  all 


day  long  that  he  was  of  that 
opinion,  too.  Isn't  that  so,  Mr. 
Norton?  Isn't  there  some  way 
for  a  Director  to  be  rated?  We 
are  talking  about  the  morale 
problem.  This  is  one  of  the  things 
to  solve  the  morale  problem. 

Doesn't  this  Committee  believe 
by  making  these  jobs,  even  for 
Directors — not  a  policy-making 
body,  they  are  a  supervising  body 
over  those  particular  jurisdictions 
which  the*  Director  has — that  it 
would  develop  good  morale  in  the 
system,  to  allow  everybody  an  op- 
portunity to  rate,  according  to  the 
method  of  rating  set  up?  It  is  a 
question  of  one  man's  judgment 
or  a  group. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  only  thing  is, 
how  to  do  it.  The  Superintendent 
of  the  Newton  Schools  told  me 
last  night  that  examinations  only 
counted  25  per  cent. 

Mr.  White:  Examinations  only 
are  one  part  of  a  rating  system. 
Of  course,  the  examination  for 
Director  would  be  altogether  dif- 
ferent from  a  classroom  teacher's 
examination.  We  understand 
that.  I  consulted,  like  you,  not 
only  personnel  directors  of  large 
industries,  which  I  spent  a  lot 
of  time  doing,  but  I  talked  to 
various  members  of  the  unions, 
both  the  AFL  and  the  CIO  and 
company  unions,  and  every  single 
one  told  me,  when  I  explained 
the  situation  here,  without  ques- 
tion of  a  doubt,  that  if  you  make 
these  opportunities  for  promo- 
tion open  that  you  will  help  the 
morale  and  that  you  will  get  a 
more  energetic  and  interested 
teacher.  I  sincerely  believe  it. 
As  you  know,  it  has  nothing  to 
do  with  this  group  here,  because 
long  before  this  group  was  or- 
ganized I  thought  this  was  neces- 
sary. I  talked  to  Miss  McDon- 
nell five  times  about  the  propo- 
sition. I  talked  to  Mr,  Downey. 
We  have  a  difference  of  opinion, 
but  I  have  discussed  it,  and  I 
have  come  to  the  firm  convic- 
tion in  these  days  that  our  school 
system,  the  way  it  is,  should  give 
everybody  the  opportunity  for 
promotion,  and  in  that  way  you 
will  raise  the  morale.  But,  when 
you  see  what  is  happening  in  our 
consolidation  of  departments,  to 
a  group  of  people  who  have 
prepared  themselves  for  oppor- 
tunities for  appointment,  and 
then  the  doors  are  shut,  it  is  a 
fault  bteyond  control — the  op- 
portunities for  promotions  are 
going  down.  Everybody  wants  an 
opportunity  to  pit  his  ability 
against  the  next  man. 
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I  think  it  would  help  to  lift  the 
morale  of  the  teachers  along  with 
the  equitable  adjustment  of 
salaries,  to  start  off  all  over 
again  and  bring  the  system  back 
to  the  position  it  held  for  years 
and  years.  It  isn't  beyond  the 
power  of  this  Committee  to  do 
that.  With  the  salary  adjust- 
ment, with  opportunities  like  this, 
with  more  facilities  in  the 
schools  to  develop  education,  with 
fewer  expenditures  for  books,  with 
permanent  facilities  for  athletic 
improvements,  we  would  be  back 
where  we  were  ten  years  ago,  and 
the  opportunity  is  facing  us 
right  now  to  do  it.  I,  for  one, 
am  willing  to  go  all  the  way.  I 
know  you  are. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  don't  think  any 
one  on  the  Committee  has  dis- 
agreed more  with  the  Superin- 
tendent than  I  have;  nevertheless, 
I  am.  not  going  to  vote  to  say 
that  I  have  a  lack  of  confidence 
in  the  Superintendent's  judgment 
in  picking  Directors  in  this 
school  system  who  are  respon- 
sible to  him  and  to  him  alone. 
I  think  that  a  man  has  a 
right  to  choose,  if  he  is  directing 
a  system  of  this  kind.  I  think  he 
has  a  right  to  choose  those  di- 
rectors and  leaders  that  he  is 
going  to  look  to,  without  going 
to  a  rated  list. 

If  I  were  to  vote  tonight  to 
take  away  that  power  from  the 
Superintendent,  I  would  be  voting 
that  I  had  no  confidence  in  the 
Superintendent's  judgement,  and 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  for  that 
reason,  to  permit  the  Directors 
to  be  rated.  I  am  perfectly  wil- 
ling that  those  who  have  no  con- 
tacts with  the  Superintendent,  but 
who  have  contact  with  the  Su- 
perintendent's Directors,  be  rated, 
or  the  ranks  under  that  of  Di- 
rector. I  think  this  School  Com- 
mittee should  re-affirm  its  confi- 
dence in  the  Superintendent,  since 
the  Legislature  last  year  placed 
the  responsibility  in  his  hands  to 
recommend.  I  think  the  School 
Committee  should  re-affirm  its 
confidence  in  the  Superintendent 
to  direct  the  public  school  system. 

Mr.  White:  Mr.  Ward,  you  say 
that  by  not  voting  for  this  motion 
of  mine,  you  are  not  going  to  cast 
any  reflection  on  your  confidence 
in  the  Superintendent  to  be  able 
to  pick  the  best  man. 

Mr.  Ward:   That  is   right. 

Mr.  White:  It  is  pretty  hard  for 
me  to  say  anything  in  rebuttal  to 
that  question.  I  have  sat  around 
the  School  Committee  table  on 
many  occasions.   You  said  tonight, 


and  I  don't  think  it  was  altogether 
a  correct  statement  because  I 
don't  think  the  record  will  bear  it 
cut,  that  you  disapproved  eight 
out  of  twelve  nominations. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  prefaced  my  re- 
marks by  saying  that  no  man  on 
the  Committee  has  disagreed  more 
with  the  Superintendent  than  I 
have.  I  will  enumerate  the  partic- 
ular cases  if  you  want  me  to.  I 
mean,  since  we  are  talking  to  a 
group  here,  I  will  enumerate  them. 
There  was  a  vacancy  that  existed 
for  five  years  in  the  system.  Now, 
if  a  job  can  be  vacant  for  five 
years,  then  I  don't  believe  the  job 
should  be  filled. 

Secondly,  we  had  a  particular 
lady  in  the  system  who  carried 
on  as  Acting  Director  for  a 
period  of  two  years.  There  was 
no  question  about  her  ability  and 
her  work,  in  my  mind.  In  my 
opinion,  from  my  observation, 
that  woman  was  capable  of  carry- 
in^^  on  the  duties  of  that  depart- 
ment. Now,  in  came  a  recom- 
who  had  not  been  acting  for  two 
mendation  for  another  person, 
years  in  the  Department,  and  I 
say  that  I  believe,  in  my  opinion, 
the  woman  who  was  acting  head 
of  the  department  was  capable 
of  the  position  and  I  so  voted. 
That  was  one  of  my  disagree- 
ments with  the  Superintendent. 
But  you  go  ahead,  Mr.  White. 

Mr.  White:  Now,  Mr.  Ward,  I 
am  only  using  your  statement  to 
prove  that  you  haven't  got  the 
confidence  you  say  you  have  m 
some  of  the  appointments  made. 
How  are  you  going  to  reaffirm 
that?  By  eliminating  the  motion 
to  ratify  all  the  other  people, 
when  everybody  will  be  con- 
sidered? I  agree  to  those  con- 
firmed already;  I  would  not  re- 
scind. I  said  that  at  the  begin- 
ning, in  that  particular  state- 
ment; I  am  affirming  every 
single  action  that  the  School 
Superintendent  made,  and  by  my 
vote  now,  changing  the  policy  of 
the  School  Committee,  it  is  ab- 
solutely no  reflection  on  the 
Superintendent's  integrity,  ability 
or  quality  of  the  selections.  I 
am  not  doing  that. 

I  am  confirming,  in  other 
words,  my  confidence  in  the 
Superintendent.  I  am  saying  this 
now.  In  making  a  motion  to  now 
give  everybody  in  the  school 
system  an  opportunity  to  rate  for 
Director,  I  am  asking  more  than 
just  the  Superintendent's  opinion 
as  to  who  is  the  best,  by  qualifica- 
tion, by  consultation  with  other 
men,  by  the  method  in  which  they 
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set  up  a  Board  of  Examiners  that 
will  judge,  along  with  the  Board 
of  Superintendents,  who  is  the  best 
qualified.  And  that  isn't  casting 
any  reflection  on  the  Superinten- 
dent, and  I  don't  mean  to  do  so. 
I  am  only  trying  to  give  every- 
body an  opportunity  for  pro- 
motion, to  help  get  the  best 
qualified.  I  have  no  personal  in- 
terest. 

Mr.  Ward:  Mr.  Chairman,  has 
this  School  Committee  ever  voted 
to  appoint  other  than  the  No.  1 
person  on  the  list? 

Mr.  White:  No. 

Mr.  Ward:  This  Committee  has 
taken  the  No.  1  person  all  the 
time? 

Mr.  White:  That  is  the  rule. 

Mr.  Ward:  Under  this  system  of 
taking  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Superintendent  the  power  to  ap- 
point his  Directors,  you  are  going 
to  follow  your  policy,  which  is  that 
the  No.  1  person  on  the  list  auto- 
matically becomes  the  new  Direc- 
tor for  whatever  department  may 
be  vacant.  You  turn  over  to  the 
Board  of  Examiners  the  right  to 
determine  who  shall  be  the  man 
the  Superintendent  must  utilize 
for  his  Director  in  that  particular 
department. 

Mr.  White:  No,  Mr.  Ward. 

Mr.  Ward:  They  empowered  the 
Superintendent  to  make  all  recom- 
mendations in  the  school  system. 

Superintendent:  With  the  excep- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  the  School 
Department. 

Mr.  Ward:  That  was  a  Legisla- 
tive Act.  But,  the  Massachusetts 
Legislature  said  the  Superintend- 
ent shall  recommend  and  we  shall 
appoint.  Is  that  right? 

Mr.  White:    We  shall  confirm. 

Mr.  Ward:  Or,  we  shall  ap- 
point. The  appointing  power  is 
in  the  hands  of  the  Committee. 
We  can  reject  what  the  Superin- 
tendent puts  in.  That  was  last 
year.  Now,  you  want  to  change 
that  around  and  take  what  the 
Legislature  said,  take  it  out  of 
the  hands  of  the  Superintendent 
and  put  it  into  the  hands  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  ? 

Mr.  White:  The  Legislature 
said  the  School  Committee  shall 
no  longer  even  elect  the  Board  of 
Superintendents.  They  went  a 
little  further  than  that.  They 
took  away  from  the  School  Com- 
mittee the  right  to  designate  who 
would  be  appointed  Assistant 
Superintendent.  Isn't  that  so? 
They  excepted  the  Secretary  of 
the  School  Board.  Now,  Mr.  Ward, 
all  I  say  is  this.  The  Superin- 
tendent  has  recourse,   and  I  am 


not  taking  one  single  power  of 
the  Superintendent  away  except 
that  I  am  saying  this.  If  we  act 
favorably  upon  this  petition,  we 
are  asking  the  Superintendent  to 
get  other  methods  of  qualifying 
the  people,  rather  than  his  own 
particular  judgment,  and  asking 
him  to  notify  them  one  month  in 
advance. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  think  that  we 
have  agreed  among  the  Commit- 
tee that  this  report  here  will  be 
authorized. 

Mr.  Ward:  With  the  votes? 

Mr.  Norton:  Now,  the  question 
comes  up  on  the  matter  that  Mr. 
White  was  discussing  about  some 
method  being  evolved  to  allow 
everybody  to  go  on  rating.  I 
would  like  some  suggestion.  I 
am  willing  to  go  along  with  any 
method.  Dr.  Simpson  at  Harvard, 
who  wrote  much  of  the  Strayer 
repoTt,  suggests  something  worth- 
while. I  would  like  the  Superin- 
tendent and  a  group  from  the 
teachers'  organizations  to  get  to- 
gether and  iron  out  something, 
and  present  it  to  us.  In  other 
words,  Mr.  White,  as  I  get  it,  these 
matters  here  have  been  taken 
care  of  by  the  Committee. 

Superintendent :  We  haven't 
voted  yet, 

Mr.  Norton:  We  are  discussing 
the  matter  of  what  we  can  do  to 
place  these  positions  that  are  not 
now  on  rated  lists  on  some  kind 
of  a  list.  First,  will  be  the  ques- 
tion of  what  kind  of  an  examina- 
tion and  the  various  details  that 
would  be  involved  in  that,  and 
second,  how  much  is  to  be  al- 
lowed the  Superintendent,  per- 
sonally, for  personal  qualifica- 
tions, or  whatever  he  sees  fit. 
That  was  the  suggestion  last  night 
of  the  man  here  at  Harvard,  Dr. 
Simpson.  If  we  can  get  him  and 
Dr.  Gould  and  a  small  group 
here  from  the  teachers'  group,  I 
think  that  we  might  arrive  at 
some  conclusion  that  everybody 
would  accept. 

Mr.  Ward:  Mr.  Chairman,  let 
us  vote  on  the  first  part.  It  is 
the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
School  Committee,  that  no  action 
should  be  taken.  I  move  that  the 
Committee  take  no  action  on  re- 
scinding the  appontments  in  ques- 
tion, 1.  e.,  those  made  since  June  1. 

Chairman:  The  Secretary  will 
call  the  roll. 

Mr.  White:  I  made  a  statement, 
and  I  wish  to  correct  it  for  the 
record.  I  made  a  statement  that 
Mr.  Ward  said  something  that 
wasn't   altogether   true.    I   would 
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like  to  change  the  word  "true" 
to  "accurate'  on  the  record. 
There  is  a  distinction  there. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  are  getting 
into  etymological  territory  there. 

Mr.  Chairman:  The  Secretary 
will  now  call  the  roll. 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes. 

Mr.  Norton:  Yes. 

Mr.  Ward:  Yes. 

Mr.  White:  Yes. 

Chairman:  Yes. 

Mr.  White:  Now,  if  the  Chair- 
man will  read,  with  regard  to  fu- 
ture policy,  down  as  far  as — well, 
strike  out  the  word  "generally" 
and  then  strike  out  the  word 
"directors." 

Secretary:     Is   that   a  motion? 

Mr.  White:  This  is  not  a  mo- 
tion. I  thought  for  purposes  of 
clarity,  we  would  get  down  to 
what  we  want.  Then  you  can 
add  in  a  proposition  for  notifica- 
tion on  the  end  of  it  and  I  think 
it  would  be  pretty  nearly  what 
we  want. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  think  we  ought 
to  take  a  separate  and  distinct 
vote,  so  far  as  directors  are  con- 
cerned. I  am  agreeable  to  the 
question  of  the  ranks  below  direc- 
tor, that  we  separate  those,  be- 
cause I  have  a  different  vote,  as 
far  as  directors  are  concerned, 
from  that  of  ranks  below  director. 

I  move  that  we  vote  on  whether 
or  not  the  Superintendent  shall 
continue  to  nominate  without 
rated  lists,  directors  in  the  school 
system. 

Mr.  Norton:  Would  it  be  pos- 
sible at  this  time  to  suggest  ten- 
tatively— all  this  is  tentative  and 
I  am  thinking  out  loud — would  it 
be  possible  to  have  a  represen- 
tative group  of  the  Alliance,  the 
Superintendent,  the  Board  of  Su- 
perintendents, Dr.  Simpson  at 
Harvard,  get  together  and  work 
something  out  to  submit  to  us? 

Mr.  Ward:  We  can  vote  on  this 
now.  And  we  can  change  it  six 
months  from  now,  if  the  Alliance 
comes  to  the  Committee  and  says 
that  they  believe  that  we  can  get 
better  people  through  a  rated 
list.  We  can  be  convinced,  with 
changing  times.  Our  vote  isn't 
binding.  It  is  just  to  maintain 
our  status  as  of  today. 

Mr.  White:  I  suggest  this.  We 
are  pretty  cognizant  of  what  we 
want  to  accomplish.  Mr.  Ward 
has  a  difference  of  opinion.  I 
differ  with  him.  And  I  say  that 
we  should  include  directors.  Why 
don't  vve  take  a  vote  on  whether 
or  not  to  include  the  word  "direc- 
tors" ?    I  think  that  will  clarify  it. 


Mr.  Ward.  Let's  vote  on  that, 
then. 

Chairman:  The  Secretary  will 
read  the  motion. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Just  to  help 
Mr.  Ward  make  up  his  mind  on 
the  question  of  directors,  may  I 
suggest  that  he  ask  the  Superin- 
tendent whether  the  post  of  Di- 
rector has  ever  been  qualified  by 
a  rated  examination.  If  the  Su- 
perintendent has  done  that,  of 
course,  Mr.  Ward,  that  will  tell 
us  something. 

Superintendent:  The  position  of 
Director,  from  its  inception,  has 
never  been  as  the  result  of  formal 
rated  lists. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Wasn't  there 
some  rating  for  penmanship? 

Superintendent:  For  assistant 
director. 

Chairman:  The  secretary  will 
please  read  the  motion. 

Secretary:  Mr.  Ward  moves 
that  directors  be  not  included  in 
rated  lists. 

Mr.  Ward:  And  that  the  Super- 
intendent will  still  nominate  direc- 
tors. 

Mr.  White:  Mr.  Ward  wants 
a  vote  to  eliminate  directors.  I 
believe  the  directorship  sliould  be 
included.  I  said  that  they  are 
not  the  policy-making  body.  I 
believe  that  for  ranks  below  the 
policy-making  body  of  the  su- 
perintendents— everybody  in  the 
school  system  should  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  rate. 

Mr.  Norton:  We  all  believe 
they  should  be  given  that  oppor- 
tunit.y.  The  question  is — what 
kind  of  examination  shall  be 
given? 

Mr.  White:  All  that  will  come 
later. 

Secretary:  The  question  comes 
on  Mr.  Ward's  motion,  which  mo- 
tion is  that  the  rank  of  director 
be  not  included  in  the  ranks  to 
which  appontments  must  be  made 
from  rated  lists. 

Dr.  Foley:  Yes. 

Mr.  Ward:  Yes. 

Mr.  White:  No. 

Mr.  Norton:  As  I  understand 
this  vote  here,  it  has  to  do  with 
some  kind  of  examination,  to  allow 
everybody  to  rate  for  a  director's 
position  in  the  schools.  What  that 
examination  will  be,  how  it  will 
be  set  up,  is  all  going  to  be  worked 
out  by  a  group.  In  other  words,  we 
are  not  going  to  say  to  the  Super- 
intendent: "Here  is  a  list;  you 
have  got  to  take  No.  1  on  the  list." 

Mr.  White:  After  you  find  out 
the  best  qualified. 

Mr.  Norton :  We  are  not  going  to 
rate  for  director.

Mr.  Ward:  It  will  be  a  recom- 
niendation  of  the  superintendent. 

Mr.  Norton:  The  Superintend- 
ent will  hax'e  the  powei  to  go  out 
and  say:  "I  think  this  candidate 
has  the  personality  and  the  re- 
sourcefulness of  fifty  per  cent  this 
and  that." 

Mr.  Ward:  The  answer  to  Mr. 
Norton  is  that  the  Superintendent 
can  rate  them,  giving  him  the 
same  powers  that  he  has  now  to 
recommend  to  the  Committee  or 
he  can  choose  within  the  school 
system  any  person  that  in  his 
opinion  is  best  qualified  to  be  a 
director  in  the  system.* 

If  the  members  do  not  believe 
he  made  the  correct  choice,  they 
can  force  him  to  another  recom- 
mendation, that's  all. 

Mr.  Norton:  For  the  purpose  of 
the  record,  we  never  have  turned 
down  the  Superintendent  on  any 
recommendation. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  have. 

Mr.  Norton :  The  Superintendent 
may  be  wrong,  but  it  is  better  for 
him  to  be  WTong  than  it  is  for  me 
to  be  wrong. 

Mr.  White:  This  is  the  one 
method  by  which  you  will  help 
him  not  to  be  wrong. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  believe  that  a  great 
many  of  our  teachers  never  do 
themselves  justice  on  any  rating. 
They  can't  really  do  as  they 
should.  They  can't  really  put  on 
paper  the  practical  side  of  the  sit- 
uation. 

Secretary  (Continuing  to  call 
the  roll) : 

Mr.  Norton:  No. 

Chairman:  No. 

Mr.  Ward's  motion  failed  to 
pass. 

Mr.  White  moved  that  reason- 
able notice  be  given  or  posted  in 
all  the  schools. 

The  motion  passed  unanimously. 


Mr.  Arthur  L.  Evans  spoke  from 
the  floor.  Stated  that  as  a  tax- 
payer he  has  listened  to  the  argu- 
■ment  about  Mr.  Gould  having  the 
legal  right  to  make  appointments. 
To  this  he  has  no  objection.  His 
interest  as  a  taxpayer  is  in  the 
necessity  for  creating  these  jobs. 
In  looking  over  the  records  of  the 
School  Committee  for  the  last  ten 
years,  he  has  counted  over  600  new 
jobs  created,  some  from  rated 
lists,  some  not  from  rated  lists. 
School  population  during  same  pe- 
riod has  dropped  from  137,000  to 
90,000.  If  these  jobs  were  not 
necessary  when  population  was 
137,000,  how  can  you  justify  the 
necessity  of  establishing  them 
when  you  now  have  but  90,000 
pupils?  As  a  taxpayer  he  objects 
to  more  taxes.  Pays  taxes  enough. 
Believes  that  the  people  of  Boston 
have  given  enough  money  to  edu- 
cation and  if  that  money  were  con- 
served, there  could  be  more  money 
for  teachers  without  asking  for 
additional  taxes. 

■  Mr.  White  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Evans  says  over 
six  hundred  positions  have  been 
created.  Assumes  that  Mr.  Evans 
is  including  in  this  number  ap- 
pointments to  cafeterias,  etc. 
Would  be  interested  in  having  list 
of  six  hundred  positions  as  stated 
by  Mr.  Evans. 

Mr.  Evans  stated  that  he  was 
speaking  of  new  positions  from 
standpoint  of  _all  new  employees. 

Mr.  White  stated  that  a  great 
many  positions   are  necessary.

The  Business  Manager  sub- 
mitted, in  compliance  with  the 
rules,  the  following  communica- 
tion and  appropriation  order: 

April  4,  1947. 
To  the  School  Committee  of  the 

City  of  Boston: 

In  compliance  with  the  instruc- 
tions of  the  Committee  and  pend- 
ing the  compilation  of  the  budget 
in  book  form  for  the  fiscal  year 
1947  with  accompanying  detailed 
estimates  for  all  schools,  depart- 
ments and  other  activities,  I  am 
presenting  for  your  consideration 
the  accompanying  appropriation 
order  totaling  $18,639,639.26, 
which  sum  includes  $1,600,000.00 
for  salary  increases  only,  from 
April  1  to  December  31,  1947,  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  226  of 
the  Acts  of  1947. 

The  said  sum  of  $18,639,639.26 
covers  all  expenditures  for  main- 
tenance under  the  direct  control 
of  the  School  Committee.  The 
School  Committee  will  also  make 
appropriations  for  the  following 
items  and  in  the  sums  set  forth 
below.  The  expenditures  under 
these  items  will  be  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Department 
of  School  Buildings. 

Alterations,  Repairs,  Furniture 
and  Fixtures— $1,257,145.73. 

Land  and  Buildings  for  Schools 
—$378,350.00. 

In  connection  with  the  appro- 
priation order  totaHing  $18,639,- 
639.26  to  cover  expenditures  un- 
der the  control  of  the  School 
Committee,  there  will  be  fur- 
nished to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  a 
copy  of  the  detailed  preliminary 
estimates  and  a  copy  of  the  de- 
tailed additions  or  reductions  to 
such  estimates  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. In  other  words,  the  prelim- 
inary estimates  covering  expen- 
ditures under  the  control  of  the 
School  Committee  totaled  $16,- 
986,608.04.  Since  the  preparation 
of  these  estimates,  a  net  increase 
of  $1,653,031.22  has  been  made, 
making  the  total  of  the  final  ap- 


propriations to  cover  expenditures 
under  the  control  of  the  School 
Committtee,  $18,639,639.26. 

The  total  appropriations  for 
1947  will  therefore  be  $20,275,- 
134.99  ($18,639,639.26  plus  $1,257,- 
1435.73  plus  $378,350.00  =  $20,- 
275.134.99). 

The  total  credits  made  up  of 
the  unexpended  balances  at  the 
end  of  the  year  1946  and  the  es- 
timated income  for  the  year  1947 
will  amount  to  $1,898,466.67.  The 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation 
would  therefore  be  $18,376,668.32, 
which  is  the  difference  between 
the  total  appropriations  and  the 
total  credits  ($20,275,134.99  minus 
$1,898,466.67  =  $18,376,668.32).

I  have  received  a  report  based 
on  a  complete  survey  of  the  ap- 
propriations adopted  at  your  meet- 
ing of  April  4,  1947  from  which  it 
would  appear  that  reductions  to- 
taling $725,000.00  may  be  made  in 
said  appropriations  without  seri- 
ously impairing  the  conduct  and 
maintenance  of  the  School  Depart- 
ment for  the  current  fiscal  year. 
In  the  belief  that  you  should  have 
sufficient  latitude  to  put  into  ef- 
fect the  full  schedule  of  increases, 
which  it  was  originally  contem- 
plated would  be  possible  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  226  of  the 
Acts  of  1947,  I  have  approved 
eight  items,  as  adopted  by  you, 
disapproved  in  part  twelve  items, 
and  disapproved  in  whole  two 
items.

I  have  received  a  report  based 
on  a  complete  survey  cf  the  ap- 
propriations adopted  at  your  meet- 
ing of  April  4,  1947,  from  which 
it   would   appear   that  reductions 


totaling  $725,000.00  may  be  made 
in  said  appropriations  without 
seriously  impairing  the  conduct 
and  maintenance  of  the  School 
Department  for  the  current  fiscal 
year.  In  the  belief  that  you  should 
have  sufficient  latitude  to  put  into 
effect  the  full  schedule  of  in- 
creases, which  it  was  originally 
contemplated  would  be  possible 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
226  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  I  have 
approved  eight  items  as  adopted 
by  you,  disapproved  in  part  twelve 
items,  and  disapproved  in  whole 
two  items.  The  effect  of  said  ac- 
tion will  result  in  an  overall  re- 
duction in  the  total  of  the  orders 
adopted  by  you  of  $600,000.00.  I

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Chairman:  The  jNIayor's  veto  of 
the  School  Committee  Budget  has 
been  sustained,  and  in  submitting 
it  item  bv  item  I  should  inform 
you  that  for  the  construction  and 
furnishing  of  new  school  build- 
ings, and  so  forth,  Item  No.  1, 
Rent  of  Hired  Accommodations, 
the  School  Committee  appropri- 
ated $10,350,  the  Mayor  approved 
§9,270,  and  his  approval  was  up- 
held by  unanimous  vote. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  think  it  would  be 
well  to  announce  the  votes. 

Chairman:  I  shall  be  glad  to  in- 
form  you    of    the   action    of    the 
School  Committee  on  each  item. 
Land  and  Buildings  for  Schools 

Item  1— Rent  of  Hired  Accom- 
modations—the Mayor's  veto  was 
susla  ned  by  unanimous  vote. 

Item  2— Lewis  District,  Rox- 
bury:  Grading  and  preparing  land 
for  use  in  connection  with  physi- 
cal education  program  including 
military  drill,  Roxbury  Memorial 
High  School  (Girls)— The  Mayors 
veto  was  sustained  by  four  votes. 
Mr  Ward  voted  for  the  original 
School  Committee  appropriation. 

Item  3  —  Bennett  District- 
Brighton— Construction  and  fur- 
nishing of  addition  to  garage, 
Brighton  High  School— The  May- 
or's veto  was  sustained  by  four 
votes  Mr.  Ward  voted  for  the 
original  School  Committee  appro- 
priation.

On  these  items  the  Mayor's 
veto  was  sustained  by  vote  of 
Dr.  Foley  and  Mr.  Ward.    \ 

For  All  Other  School  Purposes 
Under  "c.  For  All  Other  School 
Purposes,"  including  salaries  of 
administrative  officers,  salaries 
of  supervisors  of  attendance,  and 
other  items,  a  grand  total  of  $175,- 
020  reduction  was  asked,  and  the 
Mayor's  veto  was  sustained  by 
vote  of  Dr.  Foley  and  Mr.  Ward. 

A  total  of  $369,080  for  the  con- 
struction and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings,  a  total  for  alter- 
ation and  repair  of  school  build- 
ings of  $55,900,  and  a  total  for 
general  school  purposes  of  $175,- 
020  have  been  reduced  from  the 
present  School  Committee  budget. 


]Mr.   White  made   the  following 
statement: 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  budget 
as  originally  submitted  to  the 
Mayor  and  unanimously  approved 
by  the  School  Committee  was  a 
proper  one.  Under  the  law  the 
negative  vote  of  two  members  can 
eliminate  any  item  in  the  budget 
after  a  veto  by  the  Mayor.  The 
majority  of  the  School  Committee 
believes  that  the  budget  as  finally 
adopted  will  enforce  reductions  in 
items  that  are  essential  to  the 
people  of  Boston.  It  is  true  that 
items  such  as  the  garage  at  Brigh- 
ton High  School  and  the  play- 
ground at  Roxbury  Memorial 
High  School  may  be  postponed 
without  serious  detriment  to  the 
schools.  But  a  mere  enumeration 
of  other  items  will  serve  to  show 
the  drastic  curtailments  that  must 
be  made  in  essential  services. 
These  include,  among  others,  the 
closing  of  evening  and  summer 
schools,  the  elimination  of  ses- 
sions for  the  extended  use  of 
school  buildings,  limitation  of  the 
program  of  physical  education  and 
cafeteria  services,  curtailment  of 
repairs  and  alteration  of  school 
buildings  and  other  reductions. 

The  inclusion  of  an  item  of 
$125,000,  to  rectify  a  legislative 
error  should  not  have  been  made 
at  the  sacrifice  of  the  schools. 
Such  an  error  could  better  have 
been  corrected  by  an  appropria- 
tion by  the  City  Council  at  the 
request  of  the  Mayor. 

The  services  which  are  being 
curtailed  have  long  been  recog- 
nized as  essential  for  the  proper 
functioning  of  a  modern  school 
system.  At  a  time  when  the  im- 
portance of  an  expanding  educa- 
tional program  is  bbing  recognized 
everywhere,  Boston  is  actually 
taking  a  backward  step,  not  even 
using  to  the  full  its  legal  appropri- 
ating power. 

Chairman:  And  the  Chair  con- 
curs with  the  statement  made  by 
Mr.  White. 

The  Superintendent  made  the 
following  statement:  Mr.  Chair- 
man: I  am  heartily  in  accord  with 
the  statement  which  Mr.  White 
has  made.  The  original  estimate  of 
needs  as  prepared  by  the  Board 
of  Apportionment  was  reduced  ap- 
proximately a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  in  order  to  keep  within* 
the  statutory  limits  of  the  School 
Committee's  appropriating  power. 
The  additional  cuts  that  have  been 
made  cannot  help  but  limit  im- 
portant educational  offerings  not 
only  for  the  youth  in  our  schools, 
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but  also  for  adults  in  our  evening 
schools  and  in  the  extended  use 
of  school  buildings. 

There  is  drastic  reduction  of 
services  in  the  important  areas 
of  health,  physical  education  and 
recreation,  not  to  mention  the 
curtailed  oportunities  for  those 
unable  to  attend  day  schools  and 
those  in  need  of  instruction  in 
summer  schools.  Boston  pio- 
neered in  many  of  these  fields, 
and  it  is  my  belief  that  it  is  false 
economy  not  to  use  to  the  full 
the  appropriating  power  as  au- 
thorized by  the  Legislature,  es- 
pecially in  these  critical  times. 

The  original  budget  was  care- 
fully made.  Advice  was  sought 
from  many  sources.  It  was  ^  a 
fair  budget  and  not  in  any  sense 
extreme. 

I  regret  that  the  original  bud- 
get as  presented  to  His  Honor 
the  Mayor  was  not  approved  in 
fuU. 

The  Chairman  made  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

The  Budget  accepted  contains 
the  amount  of  $125,000,  part  of 
which  will  be  made  available  by 
reductions  in  certain  items  under 
"Salaries  of  Principals,  Teachers, 
etc."  and  part  by  reduction  in  cer- 
tain items  under  "Physical  Educa- 
tion." This  is  in  accordance  with 
the  agreement  of  the  Committee 
with  His  Honor  the  Mayor  as 
noted  in  the  following  paragraph 
in  his  communication: 

"I  am  thus  allowing  to  remain 
within  your  appropriations  sur- 
pluses totaling  $125,000  with  the 
definite  understanding  that  your 
Honorable  Body  will  subsequently 
take  appropriate  action  to  make 
such  surpluses  available  for  the 
pajinent  of  the  full  salary  sched- 
ule to  teachers  contemplated  un- 
der the  provisions  of  Chapter  226 
of  the  Acts  of  1947." 

Chairman:  The  action  of  the 
School  Committee  today  on  the 
Mayor's  veto  message  provides  for 
the  following  appropriation  orders 
of  the  School  Committee  for  the 
year  1947:

Mr.  John  H.  Brougham,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Teachers  Alliance, 
made  the  following  statement: 

I  should  like  merely  to  direct  a 
few  questions  to  the  honorable 
members  of  your  Committee,  Mr. 
Chairman.  I  feel  very  strongly  in 
sympathy  with  the  three  members 
who  voted  on  the  item  for  gen- 
eral school  purposes  to  sustain  the 
original  action  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee in  passing  the  budget,  and 
I  should  like  to  ask  these  ques- 
tions : 

First:  Why  did  you  pass  the 
budget  at  a  meeting  of  which  the 
public  was  given  no  notice? 

Chairman:  Well,  Mr.  Brougham, 
in  answer  to  that,  the  official  pub- 
lic meeting  of  the  School  Com- 
mitte  is  being  held  at  this  moment. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Yes,  sir,  but  as 
I  understand  it,  the  budget  was 
passed  or  has  been  passed  already 
this  afternoon  at  a  meeting  of 
which  the  public  was  not  given 
notice. 

The  second  question,  and  I  do 
not  feel,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  you 
are  necessarily  the  one  who  has  to 
answer  these  questions  or  to 
answer  them  now,  but  I  should 
like,  for  the  sake  of  the  record, 
to  make  them. 

The  second  question:  Why  has 
this  Committee  voted  to  bar 
everyone  except  the  press  from 
the  future  conferences? 

Chairman:  In  answer  to  that, 
Mr.  Brougham,  that  was  a  mo- 
tion made  at  the  School  Commit- 
tee conference  this  afternoon  and 
voted  on  by  three  members. 

Mr.  Norton:    Mr.  Chairman,  if 


he  will  complete  his  questions  I 
would  like  to  comment  on  each  one 
of  them. 

Mr.  Brougham:  Third:  Why  has 
the  Committee  failed  to  take  ac- 
tion on  the  salary  schedule  for 
teachers  when  a  month  has  now 
passed  since  the  State  acted,  and 
when  the  Committee  has  been 
able  to  take  rather  definite  action, 
I  see  from  some  of  the  orders 
passed  here  today,  concerning  the 
vacation  of  custodians,  which,  I 
am  not  sure,  may  have  financial 
repercussions  in  the  School  Com- 
mittee budget? 

Fourth:  Why  did  the  School 
Committee  request  of  the  Legisla- 
ture an  appropriating  power  which 
would  have  totaled  $17,460,000 
from  the  tax  levy,  approximately, 
when  it  is  now  appropriating  from 
the  tax  levy  approximately  $16,- 
500,000? 

Continuing,  does  the  reduction 
in  cafeteria  expenditures  in  the 
school  budget  mean  that  the  chil- 
dren in  our  schools  are  going  to 
be  deprived  of  hot  lunches? 

Are  schools  going  to  be  closed? 
If  those  schools  are  going  to  be 
closed,  has  the  safety  of  the  chil- 
dren been  consulted  in  each  case? 
Have  the  wishes  of  the  parents  in 
the  locality  been  consulted?  And 
has  there  been  an  estimate  of  the 
future  load,  of  the  pupil  load  in 
those  schools  made?  How  much 
real  saving  will  be  made  by  clos- 
ing those  school  buildings  when 
the  salaries,  of  the  teachers  will 
go  on,  since  there  is,  I  read,  a 
teacher  shortage  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools — and  the  elementary 
school  population  will  increase; 
since  the  custodians  will  be  ab- 
sorbed into  other  schools,  and 
their  salaries  will  continue;  and 
the  only  expenditure  which  will 
be  saved  will  be  fuel  and  light, 
which  is  rarely  over  $700,000  for 
a  whole  school  year  for  all  the 
schools? 

If  playgrounds  are  going  to  be 
closed  will  the  children  be  on  the 
street  in  the  summer  time?  If  the 
summer  schools  are  closed,  what 
are  we  going  to  do  for  the  pupils 
who,  because  of  illness,  or  because 
of  a  tax'dy  awakening  of  ambition 
have  been  unable  to  pass  this 
year  and  might  be  able  to  pass  by 
going  to  summer  school  without 
losing  a  year  out  of  their  lives  or 
without  having  to  pay  summer 
school  tuition  fee  to  neighboring 
towns  and  cities? 

If  the  evening  schools  are  go- 
ing to  be  closed,  how  are  those 
whom  economic  circumstances 
forced  out  of  the  day  schools  go- 
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ing  to  be  given  an  opportunity  to 
continue  and  to  expand  their  ed- 
ucation? How  are  those  whose 
courses  in  the  day  schools  have 
been  limited  to  one  particular 
field  going  to  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity to  acquire  knowledge  and 
instruction  in  other  fields?  How 
are  those  whose  birth  in  a  foreign 
country  has  equipped  them  with 
certain  natural  disadvantages, 
particularly  with  regard  to  lan- 
guage, going  to  have  an  opportun- 
ity, if  they  work  all  day,  to  make 
up  those  disadvantages  at  night 
if  the  evening  schools  are  going 
to  be  closed? 

These  questions,  I  think,  Mr.  ' 
Chairman,  are  questions  which 
naturally  arise  when  the  items 
included  in  the  budget  reduction 
are  considered.  They  are  ques- 
tions which,  I  think,  should  have 
been  considered  publicly  by  your 
Committee  in  conference. 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  op- 
portunity of  raising  these  ques- 
tions even,  at  this  late  hour. 
Thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman. 

Mr.  McCaffrey:  Mr.  Chairman, 
may  I  say  a  word? 

Chairman:    Mr.  McCaffrey. 

Mr.  McCaffrey:  I  think  Mr, 
Brougham  made  mention  that  the 
adoption  of  a  three  weeks'  vaca- 
tion period  for  custodians  would 
affect  the  School  Committee  bud- 
get. I  think  if  Mr.  Brougham  had 
spoken  to  me  he  would  have  found 
out  that  that  was  not  so;  that  the 
three-weeks'  period  of  vacation 
that  we  asked  for  was  based  on 
the  fact  that  we  put  in  excessive 
hours  of  work  in  the  winter,  when 
most  employees  throughout  the 
country  are  working  forty  hours  a 
week.  In  fact,  there  is  a  State 
law  right  now  that  says  forty- 
eight  hours  i^  a  standard  work 
week.  The  custodians  could  have 
had  that  a  long  time  ago  if  they 
wished  it.  They  are  not  anxious 
for  it.  We  are  satisfied  with  the 
condition  of  the  hours  we  are  at 
present  working  under.  For  the 
three  weeks'  vacation,  we  cover 
one  another  at  no  expense  to  the 
School  Committtee. 

I  thank  you.  I  just  wanted  to 
get  that  clear  on  the  record. 

Mr.  Brougham:  May  I  state  that 
the  only  time  I  knew  about  the 
proposal  was  when  I  heard  the 
order  read  here  this  afternoon, 
and  I  hadn't  the  faintest  idea  of 
what  the  financial  ramifications 
might  be,  and  for  that  reason  I 
raised  the  question.  I  am  very 
glad  that  the  gentleman  has  an- 
swered me. 


Mr.  Ncrton:  In  answer  to  ques- 
tion No.  1 — Why  did  this  Commit- 
tee pass  the  budget  this  afternoon 
instead  of  here  tonight  at  a  public 
meeting?  One  member  of  this 
Committee,  who  was  unable  to  be 
here  tonight,  asked  that  he  be  al- 
lowed to  be  recorded  this  after- 
noon at  three  o'clock,  with  the 
distinct  understanding  that  that 
in  no  way  would  interfere  with  the 
functioning  of  the  regular  called 
meeting  at  five  this  evening.  We 
were  pressed  for  time.  This  is  a 
day  when  we  cannot  postpone  our 
meeting.  The  Board  of  Assessors 
must  have  the  figures  tomorrow. 
Time  is  of  the  essence.  On  account 
of  that  fact  we  held  a  special 
meeting  this  afternoon,  passed  the 
budget,  and  then  agreed  to  come 
here,  this  evening  at  the  regular 
scheduled  time. 

There  was  some  question  as  to 
whether  or  not,  having  held  one 
meeting,  we  should  come  back  at 
five,  and  then  the  element  came 
into  it  of  five  o'clock  being  ad- 
vertised for  a  public  meeting,  and 
so  the  Committee  agreed  to  come 
back  here  at  five.  Now  why  un- 
der those  circumstances  there 
should  be  objection  I  cannot  un- 
derstand. 

No.  2:  Why  this  ^Committee 
voted  to  ban  everybody  from  con- 
ferences with  the  exception  of 
the  press?  Answer:  I  was  the 
man  who  made  the  original  mo- 
tion to  open  up  all  conferences, 
air  meetings  of  the  Boston  School 
Committee.  I  found  that  it  was 
very  unbusinesslike  not  to  allow 
this  Committee  to  meet  on  cer- 
tain matters,  such  as  the  budget, 
with  the  press  present  to  work 
out  our  programs,  to  be  confirmed 
at  public  meetings.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  some  years  ago  the 
press  was  barred,  and  the  man 
who  made  the  motion  at  that 
time,  not  many  years  ago,  was 
Mr.  Henry  Smith,  the  present 
Business  Manager  of  the  School 
System,  who  sought  to  allow  the 
press  to  come  into  the  meetings, 
I  came  along  some  years  later 
and  asked  for  the  privilege  of  al- 
lowing anyone  to  come  in.  I 
found  it  was  very  unbusinesslike 
in  many  respects,  in  my  opinion. 
As  it  is  today,  the  Boston  School 
Committee  is  the  first  in  the 
country  that  allows  the  partici- 
pation of  the  teachers,  as  we  do, 
in  our  meetings.  No  other 
large  committee  allows  it,  I 
challenge  anyone  in  this  room 
to  mention  one  that  does.  Now 
it  comes  to  a  question  of  pass- 
ing   this    budget    at    a    meeting 
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amongst  ourselves  with  the  press 
present.  After  experimenting 
with  the  old  system,  I  am  con- 
vinced we  must  get  together 
amongst  ourselves,  with  the  press 
present,  if  we  are  to  do  a  good 
job. 

No.  3  and  No.  4  have  to  do  with 
the  so-called  closing  of  schools 
and  the  cutting  down  of  certain 
services.  Well,  that  must  be 
answered  by  the  Mayor,  who  has 
the  power  of  veto  in  this  particu- 
lar instance. 

I  also  want  to  make  this  state- 
ment. We  must  face  reality  in 
our  school  system.  Many  of  our 
school  rooms  are  half  empty.  The 
enrollment  has  dropped  from  137,- 
000  in  the  system  m  1937  to  ap- 
proximately 95,000,  and  there 
actually  are  in  our  schools  on  a 
school  day  approximately  80,000 
children,  due  to  10  per  cent  being 
absent.  We  have  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  certain  changes.  We 
have  reduced  class  numbers  and 
have  done  everything  possible  to 
see  that  no  permanent  teacher  is 
affected. 

The  Mayor  of  Boston  under  the 
law  has  certain  rights  and  he  has 
taken  advantage  of  those  rights. 
There  will  be  schools  closing.  We 
must  close  schools  where  they 
have  400  seats  with  less  than  50 
pupils. 

Every  school  that  is  closed,  in 
so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  will  be 
a  school  that  the  Superintendent 
and  his  Board  of  Advisers  recom- 
mend be  closed.  I  don't  know 
enough  about  the  intricacies  of  the 
situation,  and  no  individual  does, 
to  say  that  this  or  that  school 
must  be  closed.  I  am  leaving  it 
entirely  to  the  Superintendent 
and  his  advisers.  That  is  the  an- 
swer to  anybody  who  says,  "Have 
you  taken  into  consideration  the 
parents'  wishes  and  the  safety  of 
the  children  and  the  other  prob- 
lems that  are  involved?"  Our  of- 
ficials take  those  questions  into 
consideration,  I  am  sure,  before 
advising  us  that  any  particular 
school  should  be  closed. 

Now,  as  regards  the  finances 
and  the  budgetary  matters.  We 
have  been  advised  by  Deputy 
Superintendent  Downey  and  our 
Business  Manager  as  to  what  the 
School  Committee  might  or  might 
not  do,  and  we  have  been  guided 
by  their  recommendations  in  so 
far  as  three  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee, or  four  at  times,  or  what- 
ever the  number,  are  concerned. 

Do  you  feel,  Mr.  Downey,  or 
the  Business  Manager,  that  there 
is  anything  we   could   have  done 


that   we  did  not  do  in  reference 
to  the  passage  of  this  budget? 

Deputy  Superintendent  Dow- 
ney: Nothing  I  can  see,  Mr. 
Norton. 

Business  Manager:  Nothing  I 
can  see.  It  takes  four  votes  to 
overiide  any  veto  of  the  Mayor 
and  there  were  only  three  votes  to 
override  the  veto  of  the  Mayor. 
Therefore,  the  Mayor's  veto 
stands. 

Mr.  Norton:  Now  what  about 
this  question  that  Mr.  Brougham 
asks  with  reference  to  the  request 
of  the  legislature  that  the  School 
Committee  be  given  the  power  to 
appropriate  $16,500,000?  Do  you 
think  that  the  Committee,  to 
answer  that  specific  question,  has 
been  guilty  of  laches? 

Business  Manager:  On  the  bud- 
get for  general  school  purposes 
there  was  left  unappropriated  ap- 
proximately $100,000.  When  the 
original  budget  was  passed,  every 
dollar  available  under  the  law  was 
appropriated.  The  Mayor  then 
cut  that  budget  by  $175,000.  $75,- 
000  had  to  be  taken  off  esti- 
mated income  because  of  a  cut  in 
the  budget  on  cafeterias,  thereby 
reducing  the  appropriating  power 
$75,000.  But  we  ended  up,  when 
the  Mayor's  veto  was  sustained, 
leaving  unappropriated  $100,000. 
There  was  nothing  else  the  three 
members  who  wished  to  override 
the  Mayor's  veto  could  do.  It 
would  take  four  votes  to  appro- 
priate that  additional  $100,000. 

Mr.  Norton:  Mr.  Chairman,  be- 
fore this  meeting  breaks  up,  I 
just  want  to  make  one  statement 
to  the  Superintendent,  not  on  the 
budget.  I  think,  Mr.  Superintend- 
ent, like  all  school  systems,  this 
school  system  can  be  improved.  I 
think  that. we  are  weak  in  many 
respects.  I  think  that  the  Strayer 
Report  showed  that  up  in  some 
instances.  You  can  say  that  of 
any  school  system.  I  think  one 
hundred  per  cent  efficiency  is  al- 
most an  impossibility. 

What  I  am  speaking  about  now 
is  a  state  of  mind.  I  feel  that 
we  should  feel  that  we  are  never 
perfect  and  there  is  much  that 
we  might  do  that  is  not  being 
done.  To  bring  out  my  point  spe- 
cifically, concretely,  we  fail  from 
5,000  to  6,000  children  in  a  year. 
We  fail  fifteen  per  cent  of  the 
youngsters  in  the  first  grade  each 
year. 

I  have  had  a  communication 
from  the  superintendent  of  the 
largest  school  system  in  the  coun- 
try. New  York,  in  which  he 
says  it  is  very  unusual  to  fail  a 
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child  in  tliat  system.  The  super- 
intendent of  the  Newton  schools, 
a  former  superintendent  of  St. 
Louis  and  Omaha  tells  us  prac- 
tically the  same  thing.  A  city 
such  as  Philadelphia  has  studied 
for  twenty-five  years  the  matter 
of  keeping  children  back  on  the 
argument  that  they  get  better 
basic  training  and,  therefore,  are 
able  to  go  ahead.  Philadelphia 
studies  found  that  that  was  not 
so;  that  the  child  never  went 
ahead  in  many  of  those  cases. 

I  remember  wtien  I  was  in  the 
second  and  third  grade,  and  I 
can  remember  the  humiliation  it 
would  have  been  if  I  was  kept 
back  and  taken  from  my  little 
companions.  It  is  the  most  im- 
pressionable time  of  life.  I  under- 
stand that  in  New  York,  Newton, 
and  most  of  the  large  cities  they 
allow  the  youngster  to  go  along 
with  his  group,  feeling  that  it  is 
bad  to  defeat,  to  frustrate,  to 
st&rt  the  youngsters  off  in  life 
keeping  them  back.  I  don't  know 
whether  that  can  be  proven  right 
or  not.  I  am  challenged  by  the 
fact  that  we  retard  5,000  to  6,000 
youngsters  a  year,  youngsters  who 
are  frustrated  and  disappointed, 
as  you  would  be  at  that  age, 
being  taken  away  from  their 
group,  costing  the  City  of  Boston 
over  $1,000,000. 

Now  my  question  is:  Can  we 
get  started  next  year  in  one  or 
two  schools  trying  out  a  program 
of  non-retardation  where  they  do 
not  retard  youngsters?  I  would 
like  yxDu  to  think  that  over,  Mr. 
Superintendent.  I  have  not  an 
answer  to  it.  I  don't  know.  It 
is  something  that  challenges  me. 
But  I  do  object  to  this  attitude. 

I  claim  the  No.  1  weakness  of 
the  Boston  school  system  is  this, 
a  state  of  mind,  not  only  indi- 
genous to  the  school  system  but 
to  the  entire  city.  Perhaps  it 
is  due  to  our  age,  perhaps  it  is 
due  to  our  geographical  location. 
I  don't  know.  But  I  do  know  that 
we  have  a  greater  opportunity 
now,  because  we  have  less  pupils 
per  teacher  than  ever.  The  aver- 
age teacher  in  Boston  today  has 
less  pupils  than  she  has  ever  had, 
due  to  the  fact  that  our  enroll- 
ment has  dropped  from  137,000 
to  95,754  and  the  reduction  in 
teachers  has  not  been  in  the  same 
proportion. 

In  other  words,  there  is  a  fun- 
damental. If  we  get  the  heads  at 
departments  thinking  about  it, 
we  might  be  able  to  handle  that 
problem  a  little  better  than  it  is 
now  being  handled.  You   ask  me 


for    the    answer?    I    don't    know. 
The  problems  are  too  complex. 

Mr.  White:  On  retardations,  Mr. 
Norton,  I  think  you  made  a  very 
good  step  today  when  you  set  the 
age  of  entrance  to  the  kinder- 
garten at  4-6  and  the  entrance  age 
for  the  first  grade  5-6. 

I  think  that  was  a  good  move 
in  what  we  are  trying  to  accom- 
plish. 

I  would  like  to  say  this  at  this 
time,  that  I  have  just  had  the 
opportunity  of  visiting  a  great 
many  school  systems,  due  to  the 
tho'ughtfulness  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee.  Although  we 
are  very  far  behind  in  the  facili- 
ties and  type  of  school  buildings 
that  they  have  in  the  West — be- 
cause they  have  learned  from  the 
mistakes  of  the  older  cities  in  the 
East — I  want  to  say  that  my  ob- 
servation of  the  teaching  in  the 
class  rooms  is  that  there  is  no 
school  system  in  the  world,  or  in 
the  United  States,  that  surpasses 
the  City  of  Boston  in  the  conduct 
of  the  schools'  in  giving  the  young- 
sters a  recognized  program  and 
regular  prescribed  curricula.  I 
visited  no  school  that  outdid  Bos- 
ton in  that  respect,  and  I  was 
proud  to  make  the  observation 
when  I  came  back  here  to  Boston. 

I  would  like  to  say  also  one 
other  thing:  It  was  not  a  unanim- 
ous opinion  on  the  part  of  the 
School  Committee  that  these 
meetings  be  closed  except  for  the 
press;  there  was  a  divided  opinion. 
I  am  still  of  the  opinion  that  over 
a  period  of  years  we  have  invited 
everybody,  members  of  the  School 
Teachers  Association,  members  of 
the  Parents'  Associations,  to  hear 
our  deliberations,  and  I  see  no 
reason  why  we  should  withdraw 
that  invitation;  and  I  was  one  and, 
I  think  the  Chairman  was  the 
other,  who  voted  to  keep  the  meet- 
ings  open. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  am  asking  the 
School  Committee  to  adopt  the 
policy  of  allowing  admissions  of 
non-residents  to  the  temporary 
examinations  to  be  held  this  May. 
In  other  words,  I  feel  that  our 
teaching  positions  should  be  avail- 
able not  only  to  residents  of  Bos- 
ton but  to  others.  The  non-resi- 
dent rule  for  teachers  who  desire 
to  enter  the  Boston  school  serv- 
ice should  not  apply  to  temporary 
examinations  to  be  held  this  May. 
In  the  near  future  I  trust  that 
this  Committee  will  adopt  the 
policy  of  opening  all  examinations 
to  non-residents. 
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Mr.  Norton:  I  am  with  the  Doc- 
tor on  that  order.  If  I  had  my 
way,  I  would  open  up  every  exami- 
nation, make  it  as  hard  as  you 
can,  get  the  best  teachers,  regard- 
less of  where  they  come  from. 
There  is  not  anyone  in  the  world 
can  argue  that  we  should  confine 
our  teachers  to  Boston.  It  is  a 
political  argument  at  its  best.  We 
have  a  system  here  where  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  of  our  teachers  in 
the  elementary  systen:  come  prac- 
tically from  one  college.  That  is 
not  a  good  situation  pedagogically, 
educationally  or  otherwise.  We 
want  in  our  city  the  best  teachers 
we  can  get,  regardless  of  where 
they  come  from,  and  if  I  had  the 
power  I  would  allow  any  teacher 
in  this  country  to  take  our  exami- 
nation and  qualify  for  teaching  in 
the  Boston  School  System. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  would  like  to  make  one  state- 
ment. I  think  all  the  teachers 
realize  the  seriousness  of  the  prob- 
lem Mr.  Norton  has  presented  to 
us  having  to  do  with  the  non- 
promotion  of  children  m  the 
schools.  Of  course,  some  school 
systems  do  adopt  the  general  pol- 
icy that  no  children  shall  be  held 
back.  If  you  have  certain  definite 
standards  with  respect  to  reading, 
and  the  child  cannot  read,  the 
reaction  of  the  teacher  is  that  the 
child  is  not  ready  to  go  on  to 
the  next  grade.  That  child  is 
generally  put  in  with  a  group  of 
other  children  and  usually  under 
a  different  teacher. 

Now  in  those  school  systems 
that  have  no  grades,  particularly 
I.  II  and  III,— call  that  the 
primary  unit, — the  children  are 
given  certain  levels  that  they 
must  attain.  It  will  require,  some- 
times, five  years  for  a  child  to 
reach  what  the  normal  child 
reaches  in  three  years.  That 
child,  is  not  regarded  as  being 
retarded  or  failing;  he  simply  has 
levels  established  in  accordance 
with  his  ability,  perhaps  as  the 
result  of  educational  tests  given, 
but  he  is  not  called  a  non-pro- 
moted child.  But  it  may  take  five 
or  six  years  to  accomplish  the 
standard  set  for  the  normal  third 
grade  child.  That  is  the  plan  of 
procedure  in  the  Cleveland 
schools,  which  has  been  much  ad- 
vertised. 

Now,  there  is  also  a  statement 
that  is  quite  often  made,  as  to  the 
actual  cost  in  dollars  of  children 
held  back.  It  has  been  customary 
to  say  the  average  cost  of  educat- 


ing a  child,  we  will  say,  is  $200  a 
year,  and  if  5,000  children  are  re- 
tarded, the  total  loss  to  the  City 
wculd  be  tlie  product  ot  those  two 
numbers.  Now,  if  you  analyze 
that  statement  carefully,  you  will 
see  that  if  you  have  two  children 
entering  the  school  at  the  same 
time  and  they  remain  for  ten 
years  in  the  school  system,  and 
one  gets  promoted  regularly,  and 
the  other  is  retarded,  say,  three 
years,  they  each  cost  the  City 
$2,000.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the 
youngster  who  is  retained  in  the 
lower  grades  and  does  not  reach 
up  in  the  expensive  part  of  the 
school  system  may  actually  cost 
the  City  less. 

There  is,  however,  some  loss  if 
the  child  continues  on  through  to 
graduation  and  if  he  takes  thir- 
teen years  to  accomplish  the  work 
of  twelve  years.  Then  he  has 
taken  one  additional  year  and 
presumably  has  cost  the  City  one 
extra  year's  tuition.  But  the 
failures  are  the  ones  who  least 
often  get  into  the  higher  grades. 
The  statement  that  if  5,000  chil- 
dren are  retarded,  the  City  is 
actually  losing  that  number  mul- 
tiplied by  the  per  capita  cost  of 
education  is,  of  course,  not  ac- 
curate. 

Mr.    Norton:    Mr.    Superinten- 
dent,   would    you    have    someone 
study  the  problem  of  retardation? 
Superintendent:  Yes,  I  have  al- 
ready taken  that  suggestion. 

Mr.  Norton:  Isn't  it  a  challenge 
when  we  are  the  only  large  sys- 
tem in  the  country  which  keeps 
fifteen  per  cent  of  our  youngsters 
back  in  the  first  grade  year  after 
year? 

Superintendent:  Retardation  is 
always  a  serious  problem. 

Mr.  Norton:  How  is  it  in  New- 
ton they  don't  keep  a  youngster 
back  unless  tlio  teachers  and 
principals  and  parents  all  agree? 
Superintendeni-;  You  know  if  a 
child  cannot  read  in  the  s-econd 
grade,  where  reading  is  required, 
you  put  him  in  a  group  where  he 
is  taught  to  read.  You  might  call 
it  the  first  grade,  or  the  second 
grade.  But  if  he  cannot  read,  and 
reading  is  a  requirement  of  the 
grade,  of  course  he  is  not  standard 
material  for  wliat  we  call  that 
grade. 

However,  the  problem  is  broader 
than  that,  as  you  imply.  That  is, 
if  a  child  is  doing  all  that  he  can 
with  reference  to  his  educational 
equipment,  then  he  should  not 
have  the  feeling  of  frustration 
merely  because  he  cannot  do  as 
well  as  some   other   child  who  is 
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more  gifted.  We  should  ha\-e 
separate  educational  programs  for 
those  children  who  are  below 
normal. 

Mr.  Norton:  Another  question, 
Mr.  Superintendent,  before  we  go, 
has  to  do  with  the  question  of 
swimming.  I  would  like  every 
teacher  in  the  elementary  schools, 
with  children,  seven,  eight  and 
nino  years  of  age,  to  ask  the 
youngsters  in  class,  about  half  a 
dozen  times  before  vacation  comes, 
how  many  can  swim  fifty  yards. 
Children  at  the  age  of  seven,  eight 
or  nine  will  gladly  tell  the  truth 
on  that  problem.  And  then  in  the 
fall,  when  they  come  back,  find 
out  how  many  learned  to  swim  in 
the  summer.  I  think  the  Red 
Cross  can  make  provision  for  the 
youngsters  at  the  beaches,  and  I 
think  if  we  follow  that  up  we 
won't  have  the  condition  that  we 
have  had  in  our  high  schools 
where  half  the  youngsters  who 
graduated  from  high  school  cannot 
.swim  fifty  yards  after  ten  years 
in  the  schools  of  a  seaboard  city. 

Chairman:  I  suggest  that  the 
Board  of  Superintendents  report 
back  immediately  on  admissions 
of  non-residents  to  temporary 
examinations.  As  I  understand. 
Dr.  Foley  is  referring  to  the  exami- 
nation for  temporary  teachers 
which  is  going  to  take  place  next 
month. 

Mr.  White:  I  move  that  the 
Committee  obtain  the  reaction  of 
the  Board  of  Superintendents  be- 
fore definite  action  is  taken  on 
Dr.  Foley's  suggestion  that  non- 
residents be  admitted  to  the  May 
examinations  for  temporary 
teachers. 

Dr.  Foley:  Mr.  Chairman,  I 
have  had  many  young  ladies  who 
graduated  from  outside  the  city 
of  Boston  with  high  ■  honors,  at 
least  they  seem  to  be  highly  rec- 
ommended by  principals  of  vari- 
ous schools,  and  I  thought  at  this 
particular  time,  inasmuch  as  the 
May  examination  for  temporary 
teachers  is  being  prepared  by  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  that  we 
might  get  a  clearance  on  it.  Now 
if  we  can  ask  Mr.  Bond,  who  is 
the  chairman  of  our  Examining 
Board,  for  the  time  being  to  allow 
them  to  take  our  examinations 
pending  the  action  of  the  School 
Committee,  then  I  should  think 
that  would  be  perfectly  all  right. 

Mr.  White:  I  have  no  objection. 

Chairman:  I  have  no  objection. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  wish  you  went 
further  in  your  recommendation 
and  made  it  open  to  the  country. 


Why  shouldn't  you?      Whom  are 
you  running  these  schools  for? 

Mr.  Brougiiam:  If  I  may  ask 
the  indulgence  of  the  Committee 
again,  since  the  gentleman  near- 
est me  saw  fit  to  answer  some 
of  the  questions,  I  would  merely 
like  to  call  to  his  attention 
through  you  that  one  question, 
which  is  rather  important  to  most 
of  the  teachers  here,  has  not  been 
answered;  the  question  of  why  a 
salary  schedule  has  not  been 
adopted.  If  I  may  take  the  liberty 
of  reminding  the  Committee,  I 
should  like  to  call  to  your  atten- 
tion the  fact  that  the  Boston 
Teachers  Alliance  submitted  a 
request  for  salary  revisions  Octo- 
ber 9,  1946,  the  legislature  acted 
on  it  a  month  ago,  and  the  Com- 
mittee has  had  a  month  in  which 
to  prepare  that  schedule. 

With  regard  to  the  appropri- 
ating power  which  the  School 
Committee  requested  be  raised 
and  which  the  Committee  did  not 
then  use  to  the  full  under  the 
raised  amount,  I  appreciate  quite 
as  clearly  as  the  gentleman  who 
had  the  courtesy  to  reply  to  me 
that  it  was  not  the  fault  of  that 
same  honorable  gentleman  that 
the  Committee  did  not  use  its  full 
a'?propriating  power.  My  purpose 
in  asking  the  question  was  to  make 
it  certain  that  the  only  reason 
the  full  appropriating  power  had 
not  been  used  was  that  two  mem- 
bers voted  to  sustain  the  Mayor's 
veto  of  the  budget.  And  on  that 
question  I  hope  that  the  press  will 
take  very  careful  note  of  the  fact 
that  the  reductions  in  the  items 
for  land  and  building  and  for  alter- 
ations and  repairs  are  in  budget 
items  which  the  legislature  did 
not  change  and  which  do  not 
affect  the  general  appropriating 
power.  I  think  that  this  Commit- 
tee by  the  vote  of  two  of  its 
members  has  put  itself  in  a  rather 
G-fficult  position  with  the  legisla- 
ture in  having  requested  an  in- 
crease in  its  appropriating  power 
which  it  then  thought  it  did  not 
need.  I  would  hate  to  think  that 
approximately  $300,000  of  the  re- 
duction would  be  charged  to  that 
item  which  was  increased  when, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  Mr.  Chairman, 
you  and  the  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee know  that  the  larger  part 
of  those  reductions  are  in  items 
which  are  separate  and  which  can- 
not be  transferred  to  general 
school  purposes.  We  are  going  to 
have  enough  trouble  with  the  leg- 
islature as  a  result  of  this  action, 
and  we  do  not  want  to  make  the 
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thing  appear  worse  than  it  really 
is.  And  that,  of  course,  is  entirely 
aside  from  the  merits  and  lack  of 
merits  of  the  particular  reductions 
in  those  items. 

So  far  as  th&  question  of  closing 
schools  is  concerned,  the  gentle- 
man who  replied  to  me  chose  to 
say  that  the  responsibility  for  the 
safety  of  the  children  and  the  in- 
terests of  the  parents  in  the  dis- 
tricts where  the  closings  are  pro- 
posed was  that  of  the  administra- 
tive officers  o'  your  Committee.  I 
had  thought,  Mr.  Chairman,  that 
the  gentleman  would  manifest  in 
this  matter,  too,  that  same  large, 
unselfish,  altruistic  interest  in  the 
welfare,  in  every  detail  of  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children  which  he  has 
manifested  on  so  many  other  oc- 
casions befrre  this  Committee. 

So  far  as  retardation  is  con- 
cerned, which,  of  course,  is  not 
the  important  thing  at  this  meet- 
ing, I  think  that  the  gentleman 
who  replied  to  me  struck  a  fine 
blow  against  retardation  in  our 
schools  when  he  voted  with  the 
other  two  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  sustain  the  original  bud- 
get and  keep  the  summer  schools 
open.  The  summer  schools  have 
long  been  a  device  used  in  the 
Boston  schools  to  give  extra  at- 
tention to  pupils  who  might 
otherwise  have  been  retarded,  and 
the  gentleman  concerned  with  re- 
tardation will,  I  hope,  call  home 
to  those  members  who  voted 
against  the  continuation  of  sum- 
mer schools  the  serious  repercus- 
sions that  their  action  may  have 
on  the  personalities  of  the  chil- 
dren in  whom  the  gentleman  is 
so  interested,  along  with  the  rest 
of  the  teaching  profession  in  the 
schools  of  Boston. 

With  regard  to  the  closing  of 
School  Committee  conferences  to 
all  but  the  press,  may  I  suggest 
that  it  has  been  my  privilege 
to  attend  every  School  Committee 
conference  since  I  was  elected  to 
represent  more  than  3200  teachers 
whom  I  do  represent,  and  I  am 
convinced  that  it  is  far  more 
businesslike  to  make  sure,  before 
the  Committee  makes  up  its  mind 
informally  on  any  matter,  that 
the  Committee  has  sounded  out 
the  views,  opinions,  and  the 
knowledge  of  all  interested  part- 
ies. I  think  surely  there  should 
be,  at  least,  delegate  representa- 
tion of  teacher  organizations.  I 
should  think  that  every  interest- 
ed party  would  be  permitted  to 
attend  School  Committee  confer- 
ences, if  not  in  person,  at  least 
by  a  delegate,   and  where  an  in- 


terested party  happens  to  number 
3200,  it  would  not  be  necessary  for 
the  3200  to  be  present  at  the  con- 
ference, but  it  would  be,  I  think, 
extremely  wise  if  this  Committee 
permitted  the  presence  at  the 
conference  of  representatives  of 
those  3200. 

The  important  things,  I  think, 
that  this  meeting  is  concerned 
with  today  are  the  budget  and 
the  salary  schedules.  The  budget 
has  already  been  adopted  and  I 
think  we  have  covered  the  ground 
very  thoroughly.  We  await  with 
the  greatest  interest  the  action 
in  the  immediate  future  by  '.he 
School  Committee  on  the  adop- 
tion of  a  salary  schedule,  which 
was,  by  the  way,  one  cf  the 
important  pov/ers  conferred  by 
Chapter  226  of  the  Acts  of  1947, 
and  has  a  clause  granting  the 
Committee  power  to  make  perma- 
nent changes  in  the  salary  sched- 
ule during  the  course  of  this  cur- 
rent school  year.  May  I  suggest 
to  the  Committee,  including  you, 
Mr.  Chairman,  that  regardless  of 
the  pressure  of  wcrk  under  which 
its  members  have  been  laboring, 
the  Commit  ee  resolve  within  the 
shortest  possible  time,  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  general  well-being 
of  its  teaching  staff,  to  take  ac- 
tion, as  I  said,  in  the  shortest  pos- 
sible time,  with  regard  to  the 
adoption  of  a  new  salary  sched- 
ule. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  don't  want  to 
prolong  this  meeting,  but  when  I 
made  the  statement  that  in  so  far 
as  closing  of  schools  is  concerned, 
I  had  to  rely  on  the  Superintend- 
ent and  his  advisers.  Every  mem- 
ber of  this  Committee  has  to  do 
the  same.  I  cannot  go  over  to 
East  Boston  and  Charlestown  and 
find  out  the  thousand  and  one  de- 
tails to  find  out  if  it  is  necessary 
to  close  a  school.  I  am  not  for 
one  moment  relinquishing  my 
power  as  a  school  committeeman, 
but  there  are  some  things  which 
must  be  delegated,  and  that  hap- 
pens to  be  one  of  them  in  so  far 
as  I  am  concerned.  I  am  going 
to  vote  to  close  the  schools  that 
our  board  of  experts  recommend, 
and  it  happens  to  be  that  one  of 
them  is  right  in  my  own  section. 

Superintendent:  Mr.  Chairman, 
I  just  want  to  assure  Mr.  Brough- 
am, as  the  representative  cf  3200 
teachers,  that  despite  what  ap- 
pears to  be  a  delay  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  salary  schedule,  our 
hours  have  no'  been  idled  away  in 
the  preparation  of  that  schedule. 
One  of  the  most  time-consuming 
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was  investigation  of  the  salary 
schedule  as  proposed  by  the  Alli- 
ance. Teachers,  too,  are  a  bit 
curious  as  to  how  an  individual 
change  in  the  salary  schedule  may 
affect  them,  and  you  must  know 
that  my  office  has  been  receiving 
many  letters  from  individual 
teachers  with  i^eference  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  this  additional  appro- 
priation. The  result  has  been  that 
at  least  half  a  dozen  studies  have 
been  made  of  this  whole  question 
of  salary  schedule  to  find  out  what 
was  the  mcst  equitable  manner  of 
distribution.  There  will  be,  of 
course,  differences  of  opinion. 

Dr.  Foley:  You  mean  that  if 
you  can  agree  with  the  School 
Board? 

Superintendent:  I  mean  this: 
that  if  the  School  Board  comes  to 
an  agreement  with  reference  to  a 
proposal  that  I  make,  there  will 
not  be  unanimity  of  agreement 
among  the  teaching  personnel. 

So  what  I  am  trying  to  do  is 
to  take  into  consideration  as  many 
of  these  divergent  views  as  pos- 
sible, analyze  the  situation  with 
the  amount  of  money  we  have  to 
distribute,  and  present  to  the 
School  Committee  what  I  con- 
sider a  fair  distribution  of  the 
money. 

Now  the  question  is  where  to 
draw  the  lines.  The  next  thing 
to  find  out  is  whether  you  can 
carry  out  these  objectives  within 
these  limits.  You  discover,  after 
hours  of  work,  that  a  plan  which 
seemed  first  rate  cannot  be  car- 
ried out.  And  $1,600,000  to  dis- 
tribute, plus  an  additional  $125,- 
000,  to  all  the  personnel  of  the 
school  system,  is  not  a  problem 
that  can  be  solved  in  a  few  min- 
utes.   That  is  all  I  have  to  say. 


Business  Manager:  I  might 
add,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  of  course, 
whenever  the  payment  is  made, 
it  will  be  retroactive  to  April  1. 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Business  Manager:  We  hope 
at  the  end  of  May  when  the  teach- 
ers receive  their  regular  May 
checks  that  they  will  also  receive 
a  separate  check  for  the  adjust- 
ment back  to  April  1. 

Superintendent:  You  know  a  lot 
of  people  would  thank  you  if  they 
were  deferred  until  the  end  of 
June. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  should  think  if  the 
checks  are  ready  about  the  first 
week  of  May,  they  could  be  sent 
along  instead  of  waiting  until  the 
end  of  May. 

Superintendent:  The  summer  is 
the  time  when  teachers  need  the 
money. 

Dr.  Foley:  When  you  get  the 
April  1  to  April  30  checks  ready, 
send  it  along  and  then  go  along 
with  the  May  check. 

Superintendent:  Doctor,  we  have 
to  take  other  city  departments  in- 
to consideration. 

Dr.  Foley:  What  is  that? 

Superintendent:  The  city  audi- 
tor and  city  treasurer. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  know,  but  they  do 
not  want  two  checks  together, 
that  is  too  much  money. 

Mr.  White:  I  suggest  that  they 
get  it  as  soon  as  possible,  regard- 
less of  the  checks.

The  following  five  orders  were 
offered:

4a.  ORDERED,  That  permanent 
employees  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee serving  in  a  non-teaching  cap- 
acity shall  receive  additional  com- 
pensation for  the  year  1947  at  the 
rate  of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
per  annum. 

4b.  School  Physicians  shall  re- 
ceive additional  compensation  at 
the  rate  of  one  hundred  twenty 
dollars    ($120)    per  annum.

Mr.  Ward:  Speaking  on  the 
order,  one  thing  I  want  to  clar- 
ify,   as    a    result    of    the    other 


night's  meeting  here:  I  contend, 
and  I  think  I  rightly  contenc^ 
that  so  far  as  the  Mayor  is  con- 
cerned, the  Mayor  did  not  cut  any 
money  from  our  budget.  What- 
ever money  is  cut  from  this  bud- 
get was  cut  by  the  four  members 
of  this  School  Committee  and 
agreed  to  in  the  Mayor's  office. 
There  were  three  conferences 
held  with  the  Mayor  previous  to 
this  budget  in  which  four  mem- 
bers of  the  committee,  the  Super- 
intendent, the  Business  Manager, 
the  Deputy  Superintendent  and 
Secretary  were  present.  The . 
Mayor  listened,  and  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee  made 
recommendations  on  certain  cuts. 
So  far  as  $369,000  is  concerned, 
I  believe,  and  I  maintain  my 
stand,  that  the  garage  at  the 
Brighton  High  should  be  enlarged, 
and  I  so  stated.  I  sustained  my 
statement,  by  casting  my  vote 
to  sustain  the  amount  of  money 
appropriated.  All  of  these  other 
items  were  suggested  in  a  dis- 
cussion regarding  the  item  of 
custodians.  On  the  discussion 
that  came  up  so  far  as  closing 
schools  was  concerned,  the  Sup- 
erintendent at  that  time  gave  a 
list,  I  believe,  of  ten  schools 
where  ten  custodians  might  be 
transferred  from  the  schools.  Be- 
cause of  the  proposed  transfer  of 
custodians  from  the  schools  to  be 
closed  an  appropriation  for  the 
appointment  of  fifteen  additional 
custodians  was  taken  out  of  the 
budget. 

So  far  as  the  item  on  physical 
education  goes,  that  item  does  not 
close  the  summer  playgrounds. 
The  concealed  item  that  does  not 
show  on  the  reduction  was  $63,000 
taken  from  physical  education  for 
the  purpose  of  making  up  the 
deficit  of  $125,000  that  the  Legis- 
lature failed  to  put  in  when  they 
agreed  with  the  Teachers'  Alliance 
to  grant  them  the  amount  of 
money  necessary  for  salary  in- 
creases for  nine  months.  At  no 
time  during  the  three  meetings  in 
the  Mayor's  office  had  there  been 
any  word  raised  by  any  member 
of  this  School  Committee  or  by 
the  Superintendent  or  Deputy  Su- 
perintendent in  opposition  to  any 
of  these  items. 

In  the  press  of  this  morning  the 
Superintendent  made  a  statement 
in  which  he  said  we  are  taking  a 
backward  step.  The  $369,000  cer- 
tainly is  not  a  backward  step  be- 
cause the  Superintendent  was  not 
in  favor  of  those  items  at  the  very 
inception  of  their  being  placed  in 
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the  budget.  As  far  as  $24,000  is 
concerned,  that  was  agreed  to  by 
foux'  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  not  one  voice  was 
raised  in  protest  when  the  matter 
was  submitted  and  suggested.  So 
that  I  say  if  the  thing  is  going  to 
be  reported  correctly,  let  it  be 
reported  correctly  and  not  let  a 
false  issue  be  spread  around  that 
the  $24,000  item  means  the  closing 
of  playgrounds.  It  does  not.  The 
$63,000  item  tends  more  to  the 
closing  of  the  playgrounds  than 
the  $24,000  item.  That  is  all  I 
have  to  sa5^ 

Chairman:  Are  there  any  fur- 
ther questions? 

Mr.  White:  I  do  want  to  say, 
Mr.  Ward,  I  was  not  present. 

Mr.  W^ard:  You  were  absent  at 
all  meetings.  I  maintain  this,  we 
sat  down  to  two  luncheons,  and 
the  four  mertibers  of  the  School 
Committee  were  there.  That  is 
where  the  matter  came  up.  The 
only  thing  the  Mayor  could  do  at 
our  suggestion — not  his  sugges- 
tion, but  our  suggestion — was  to 
place  a  veto  on  these  items  and 
we  would  sustain  his  veto.  That 
is  the  only  question. 

Mr.  Norton:  Well,  now,  Mr. 
Chairman,  I  do  not  know  how 
many  meetings   I   attended. 

Mr.  Ward:  Three.  One  in  the 
Mayor's  office,  one'  in  the  Hotel 
Bellevue  and  one  in  the  Parker 
House. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  never  was  in  the 
Hotel  Bellevue   for  any  meeting. 
Mr.    Ward:    You    were    in    the 
Parker  House. 

Mr.  Norton:  Just  a  moment. 
The  stenographer  can  read  the 
notes  back.  You  said  I  was  at  a 
meeting,  one  of  the  three  meet- 
ings. I  may  be  wrong  on  the 
Bellevue  Hotel.  I  may  have  mis- 
understood. 

Mr.  Ward:  Were  you  at  the 
meeting? 

Mr.  Norton:  Did  you  make  a 
statement  I  was  at  three  meet- 
ings, and  one  of  them  was  the 
Bellevue   Hotel? 

Mr.  Ward:  Yes.  Let  me  ask 
the   Secretary. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  do  not  believe 
that. 

Mr.  Norton:  Just  a  moment 
now. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  take  back  that 
statement,  you  were  not  at  the 
Bellevue  Hotel.  You  were  at  the 
meetings  in  the  Mayor's  office 
and  in  the  Parker  House. 

Mr.  Norton:  Let  us  go  slowly. 
I  was  at  two  meetings  as  I  re- 


member.  We  might  have  agreed 
on  the  cut.  That  is  an  issue. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  suggested  the 
cuts. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  believe  we  can 
cut  a  couple  of  million  dollars 
eventually  off  this  budget,  but  it 
has  to  be  done  in  a  regular  way, 
in  an  orderly  way.  It  has  to  be 
done  through  the  Board  of  Super- 
intendents and  the  Superinten- 
dent. Every  suggestion  I  have 
made  here  has  been  with  that  pro- 
vision, it  has  to  be  done  in  the 
orderly  processes  of  the  School 
Committee  business.  I  believe  not 
only  one  million  can  be  cut,  but 
two  million  dollars  can  be  cut 
eventually  from  this  budget.  If 
the  recommendations  of  the 
Strayer  report  were  carried  out, 
it  will  cut  $2,000,000.  It  is  the 
finest  report  ever  issued. 

I  have  asked  at  meeting  after 
meeting  that  we  take  cognizance 
of  it.  That  is  the  kind  of  reduc- 
tion I  want  to  see,  an  orderly  re- 
duction. When  I  spoke  to  the 
Mayor  of  Boston,  I  told  the  Mayor 
then  and  I  say  now  publicly  not 
one  but  two  million  dollars  even- 
tually can  be  cut  off  this  budget. 
We  can  have  a  better  school  sys- 
tem than  we  have.  It  has  to  be 
done  in  an  orderly  manner  through 
the  regular  process  of  the  School 
Committee. 

Now,  whatever  the  discussion 
was  in  the  Mayor's  office,  I  always 
have  this  provision,  it  has  to  be 
cleared  through  here. 

Mr.  Ward:  It  does  not. 

Mr.  Norton:  Just  a  minute.  You 
made  a  statement.  I  want  to  make 
a  statement. 

Mr.  Ward:  Go  ahead. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  do  not  have  to 
tell  me.  When  I  found  money  was 
going  to  be  taken  from  the  school 
lunches,  the  hot  lunches,  that  was 
enaugh.  I  came  in  here  and  made 
the  motion  of  penny  milk  and  hot 
lunches  and  so  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  they  are  never  going 
to  be  interfered  with.  I  have  said 
to  Rupert  Carven,  don't  touch  hot 
lunches  for  hungry  children,  don't 
touch  hot  lunches  in  our  system. 
It  is  the  finest  thing  we  have.  A 
child  with  malnutrition,  poor  and 
not  getting  proper  food  in  the  sub- 
standard areas  of  Boston — that 
is  the  child  who  will  suffer.  No, 
I  am  not  going  to  vote  to  take  a 
penny  from  a  hot  lunch  or  penny 
milk. 

Mr.  Ward:  Neither  is  this  Com- 
mittee. 

Mr.  Norton:  But  that  is  what 
we   have  done. 

Mr.  Ward:   Absolutely  not. 
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Mr.  Norton:  Under  the  Mayor's 
plan. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  have  not  done 
that.  Mr.  Norton,  you  are  the 
man  who  suggested  it  when  the 
matter  was  brought  up.  You 
made  the  suggestion  on  that. 

Mr.  Norton:   What? 

Mr.  Ward:  You  heard  the  dis- 
cussion   there. 

Mr.   Norton:   What? 

Mr.   Ward:    You   certainly   did. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  cannot  disprove 
you,  Mr.  Ward,  I  made  the  sug- 
gestion to  cut  hot  lunches.  You 
made  one  statement  here  I  can 
disprove.  It  is  absolutely  wrong. 
It  was  a  statement  that  I  was 
in  the  Hotel  Bellevue  for  three 
meetings.  I  cannot  prove  you 
are  wrong  when  you  sit  there 
categorically  and  say  I  did.  I  came 
up  here  and  voted  to  uphold  our 
own  experts.  The  moment  I  saw 
it  meant  money  taken  from  cafe- 
terias, to  me  it  meant  hot  lunches. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  never  raised 
your  voice  down  there,  and  I  will 
take  issue  with  you  on  that. 

Mr.  Norton:  Just  a  moment. 
You  are  unfair  with  me. 

Mr.  Ward:    I  am  not. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  voted  for 
that.      I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  have  never  done 
so.  I  did  not  vote  for  that. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  cannot  prove  you 
wrong  unless  I  have  a  steno- 
graphic copy  of  the  evidence.  I 
will  say  to  the  Superintendent, 
did  you  at  any  time  hear  me  make 
a  remark  I  favored  cutting  the 
cafeteria  appropriation? 

Superintendent:  No,  I  did  not. 

Mr.  Ward:  Was  this  matter 
ever  discussed  down  there  at  the 
Parker  House  when  Mr.  Norton 
was  present? 

Superintendent:  It  was  dis- 
cussed there. 

Mr.  Ward:  Did  Mr.  Norton  raise 
his  voice  and  make  an  objection? 

Mr.  Norton:  Just  a  moment. 
We  were  then  considering  ways 
and  means.  You  made  the  state- 
ment I  am  the  man  who  suggested 
the  cut.  You  made  the  definite 
statement  I  am  the  man  who  sug- 
gested the  cut. 

Mr.  Ward:  Have  you  a  record 
of  the  minutes  of  that  meeting? 

Mr.  Norton:  They  have  the 
records  of  making  the  cut  at  the 
last  meeting.  Where  is  that  cut 
we  had  on  the  cafeteria  appro- 
priation? 

Mr.  Ward:  Now,  Mr.  Smith,  let 
me  ask  you,  on  the  $75,000,  does 
that  mean  that  the  hot  lunch 
program  is  taken  out  of  our 
schools? 


Business  Manager:  As  I  remem- 
ber the  discussion  at  the  Parker 
House,  it  was  suggested  that  if 
the  hot  plate  were  taken  away, 
it  would  reduce  the  number  of 
employees. 

Mr.  Ward:  $75,000  covered  sixty 
additional  employees  we  were  go- 
ing to  put  on  from  the  civil  serv- 
ice list.     Is  that  right  or  wrong? 

Business  Manager:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Ward:  What  does  hot 
lunches  have  to  do  with  it? 

Business  Manager:  Hot  plate. 

Mr.  Ward:  Sixty  additional  civil 
service  employees  were  taking  an 
examination. 

Business  Manager:  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Ward:  That  $75,000  was 
cut  out,  and  the  program  was  not 
to  employ  the  additional  sixty  civil 
service  employees.  What  has  that 
to  do  with  hot  lunches? 

Business  Manager:  The  discus- 
sion was  about  the  serving  of  a 
hot  plate. 

Mr.  Norton:  What  .'s  a  hot  plate 
and  what  is  a  hot  lunch  but  the 
same  thing? 

Dr.  Foley:  We  did  not  discuss 
any  hot  plate  or  cafeterias.  I 
opened  that  discussion.  We  were 
looking  for  $125,000.  The  Mayor 
called  the  Governor  to  find  out 
why  the  bill  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature was  short  that  much.  He 
found  that  in  Ways  and  Means 
they  had  figured  on  a  ten  months' 
basis  instead  of  twelve.  Am  I 
right  on  that? 

Business  Manager  I  do  not 
know.  You  are  now  talking  about 
the  meeting  in  the  City  Hall? 

Dr.  Foley.  You  were  not  there. 
Miss  Kane  was  there.  He  came 
back  and  said  the  Ways  and 
Means  figured  on  a  ten  months' 
basis  instead  of  twelve. 

Dr.  Foley:  We  were  then  look- 
ing for  $125,000  to  give  the  teach- 
ers of  Boston  that  extra  four,  five 
and  six  hundred  dollars.  Therefore, 
the  Mayor  went  in  conference 
with  Mr.  Fox  and  Mr.  Rupert  Car- 
ven.  When  they  came  out,  I  sug- 
gested milk  and  sandwiches 
would  suffice,  and  therefore  we 
could  probably  cut  from  the  cafe- 
terias $75,000  in  order  that  the 
teachers  of  Boston  could  receive 
or  would  receive  that  $125,000. 

Now,  let  me  take  the  blame  for 
the  cafeterias.  After  all,  I  really 
started  that  thought  here  among 
the  School  Committee  members. 
I  still  feel  that  no  administration 
costs  are  charged  to  our  cafe- 
terias. I  still  feel  it  is  really  not 
a  true  report.  After  all,  we  can- 
not get  on  a  paying  basis  in  the 
cafeterias  because  we  are  by  and 
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large  overstocked,  you  might  say. 
I  always  feel,  and  I  still  feel,  a 
sandwich  or  two  and  a  bottle  of 
milk  is  plenty.  In  that  way  we 
can  get  rid  of  agencies  that  are 
not  necessary,  and  still  retain  the 
salaries  of  the  teachers  of  Boston. 
I  have  never  cut  any  teacher's 
salary.  I  do  not  intend  to.  I  still 
contend  here  as  long  as  you  have 
frills  and  fancies  and  agencies 
throughout  your  system,  your  bud- 
get is  going  to  be  ballooned,  and 
that  will  depreciate  so  much 
money  from  your  teachers'  sal- 
aries. Tliat  is  ho'.v  we  tried  to 
find  5125,000  by  taking  off  $75,- 

000  from  the  appropriation. 

The  others  are  only  small  items. 
They  are  not  worth  mentioning. 
After  all,  the  big  item  was  Mr. 
JNIooney's  department.  We  cut 
more  than  $600,000  last  year.  We 
still  have  an  overall  picture  of  an 
unexplained   belance   of    $204,000. 

1  still  feel  we  can  carry  along 
nicely  this  year  and  do  a  good  job 
and  not  hurt  anybody.^  If  there 
is  any  blame  to  be  lai'd  on  cafe- 
terias, I  will  assume  it. 

Where  we  have  appropriated 
in  your  original  budget  $752,000 
for  cafeterias,  the  Mayor's  veto 
now  makes  this  appropriation 
$677,000.  We  do  not  know  the 
overall  picture  of  income.  That 
is  a  huge,  gigantic  thing.  It  is 
three-quarters  of  a  million  dol- 
lars. It  is  big  business.  I  do  not 
think  we  necessarily  should  be  in 
the  lunch  business.  It  would  be 
fine.  It  is  fine  if  we  have  plenty 
of  money.  If  we  had  an  overall 
population,  if  our  pupil  numbers 
were  not  diminishing,  it  would  be 
grand  to  expand  on  your  cafe- 
terias. I  still  believe  in  the  ex- 
pansion of  a  program  which  is  a 
program.  It  is  necessary  if  you 
are  expanding.  Your  pupil  num- 
bers should  expand  accordingly. 
Where  you  have  diminishing 
pupils  throughout  your  system, 
this  fact  should  be  considered. 
You  have  to  consider  what  is  the 
best  interest  for  our  teachers. 
That  is  the  problem  as  I  see  it. 

Mr.  Norton:  As  I  previously 
stated,  we  can  cut  down  due  to 
the  diminishing  numbers  as  the 
doctor  suggests.  Some  of  our 
schools  are  half  empty.  I  have 
made  that  statement  often.  I 
want  them  cut  in  accordance  with 
the  best  minds  we  can  get  in  the 
school  system,  the  Strayer  re- 
port. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  have  disagreed 
somewhat  with  Mr.  Strayer,  Mr. 
Norton.  I  do  not  say  it  is  the 
end-all. 


Mr.  Norton:  It  is  the  best  wc 
have  to  date. 

Mr.  Ward:  In  the  Strayer  re- 
port, Strayer  believes  in  the 
intermediate  system  of  schools. 
Is  that  correct?  Twenty  years 
ago  there  was  established  here 
the  intermediate  school.  Has  it 
ever  been  completed?  In  Dor- 
chester you  have  another  system. 
Mr.  Superintendent,  is  that  cor- 
rect, the  eight  and  four,  is  that 
right? 

Superintendent:  In  Dorchester, 
what  do  you  mean? 

Mr.  Ward:  You  have  the  elemen- 
tary eight  grades.  They  graduate 
and  go  into  high  school  and  take 
four  years  of  high  school. 

Superintendent:  We  have  in 
certain  schools  throughout  the 
city  the  eight  grade  system. 

•Mr.  Ward:  You  have  not  got 
the  intermediate  system.  It  is 
only  half  finished  as  far  as  Bos- 
ton is  concerned. 

Superintendent:  I  should  say  it 
is  more  than  half  finished. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  still  have  Dor- 
chester and  the  South  End. 

Superintendent:  We  have  in 
Dorchester  the  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes  junior  high,  the  Woodrow 
Wilson  junior  high,  the  Grover 
Cleveland  junior  high  and  the 
Frank  V.  Thompson  junior  high. 

Mr.  Ward:  How  many  grades? 

Superintendent:  Seven,  eight 
and  nine.  The  Mather  school  is  an 
eight  grade  school. 

Mr.  Ward:  The  South  End. 

Superintedent:  We  haven't  the 
intermediate  organization  there. 
We  haven't  the  buildings. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  took  the  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  ninth  grade  and  sent 
it  to  the  English  High  School. 
That  leaves  that  eight  grade 
elementary. 

Superintendent:  That  is  correct. 

Mr.  Ward:  You  have  not  com- 
pleted the  system? 

Superintendent:  No. 

Mr.  Ward:  Does  anybody  know 
the  cost  of  keeping  the  intermedi- 
ate system?  Has  anybody  given  it 
a  thought  after  it  was  once 
brought  in  years  ago? 

Mr.  Norton:  Could  we  have  a 
report  say  next  fall  on  this,  on 
the  matter  of  the  junior  high 
schools? 

Superintendent:  Yes. 

Mr.  Norton:  I  have  put  in  con- 
siderable time  trying  to  study  it. 
I  do  not  know  whether  to  say  yes 
or  no  on  it,  there  are  so  many 
conflicting  reports. 

Superintendent:  We  had  a  long- 
term  plan  for  every  section  of  the 
city;  during  t'le  war  there  was  no 
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building.  There  were  junior  high 
schools  planned  for  the  entire 
city.  Where  the  buildings  were 
such  that  we  could  not  afford  to 
dispose  of  them,  we  were  unable 
to  carry  out  the  city-wide  plan. 
In  the  Abraham  Lincoln  school  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  assist- 
ant superintendent,  the  ninth 
grade  pupils  were  sent  to  the  high 
schools. 

Mr.  Norton:  Are  you  of  the 
opinion  it  would  be  poss?ible  to 
eliminate  it? 

Superintendent:  Throughout  the 
country  you  will  find  the  six-six 
plan.  There  are  many  possible 
combinations.  Of  them  all  I  think 
six-three-three  is  the  plan  which 
is  most  used  throughout  the 
country. 

Mr.  Norton:  Six-six-three? 

Superintendent:  Six- three-three. 

Mr.  Norton:  Would  we  save 
money  in  your  opinion  if  we  went 
back  to  the  eight  and  four? 

Superintendent:  If  you  do  that, 
you  place  the  ninth  grades  in 
high  schools  and  pay  the  teachers 
high  S'Chool  salaries.  At  the  time 
the  intermediate  schools  were 
built,  you  had  the  choice  of  build- 
ing intermediate  schools  or  the 
choice  of  expanding  the  high 
school  building  program. 

Mr.  Norton:  Could  we  save 
money  ? 

Superintendent:  I  do  not  think 
so. 

Mr.  White:  Is  it  the  best  type  of 
education  ?    That  is  the  question. 

Mr.  Norton:  That  is  what  we 
are  trying  to  hold  on  to,  our  Board 
of  Education  and  our  experts. 

Superintendent:  You  will  find 
experiments  on  all  types.  I  think 
the  most  common  is  the  six-three- 
three  plan.  You  will  find  the  six 
and  six  plan  in  some  cities.  In 
every  progressive  city  you  will 
find  some  arrangement  whereby 
you  can  offer  a  differentiated  pro- 
gram for  the  youngsters  as  they 
approach  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades.  If  you  want  to  go 
back  to  the  eight  and  four  plan 
at  the  present  time,  you  would 
have  a  substantial  number  of 
teachers  in  your  intermediate 
schools  who  have  been  given  max- 
imum salaries  of  $2400  or  $3024, 
depending  on  sex.  You  place  them 
in  a  high  school  program — the 
pay  for  the  women  teachers  would 
be  $3072  and  the  men  teachers 
$3888.  There  would  not  be  any 
saving  so  far  as  teachers'  salaries 
are  concerned. 

Mr.  Norton:  There  is  a  press 
report  tonight.     The  inference  is 


we  might  be  abk>  to  save  money 
by  going  back  to  the  eight  and 
four  system.  That  is  disregarding 
educational  welfare.  I  am  talking 
about  welfare. 

Superintendent:  I  would  like 
to  see  where  the  saving  is. 

Mr.  Norton:  In  so  far  as  you 
are  concerned,  Mr.  Superinten- 
dent, if  we  went  back  to  the  eight 
and  four  system  as  some  folks 
advocate,  you  cannot  see  right 
now  where  we  would  save  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money  or  any 
amount  of  money? 

Superintendent:  We  could  not 
do  that  and  give  the  children  the 
same  educational  opportunities  we 
offer  them  now. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  feel  if  we 
went  to  eight  and  four,  we  would 
be  diminishing  the  educational  op- 
portunities we  now  give  the  young- 
sters in  Boston? 

Superintendent:  In  the  inter- 
mediate school  they  have  a  broad- 
er and  wider  opportunity  for  edu- 
cation. 

Mr.  Norton :  You  have  given  this 
study  for  a  number  of  years? 

Superintendent:  I  think  so.  I 
think  every  member  of  the  Board 
feels  the  same  way  I  do. 

Mr.  Norton:  There  is  a  unanim- 
ity of  opinion? 

Superintendent:  I  think  so. 

Mr.  Norton:  It  is  unusual. 

Mr.  White:  To  my  knowledge, 
Mr.  Chairman  and  Mr.  Norton, 
from  my  memory  of  ten  years' 
service  on  the  Board,  no  superin- 
tendent or  assistant  superintend- 
ent ever  to  my  knowledge  made 
that  recommendation  to  us,  chang- 
ing from  the  junior  high  school 
system. 

Mr.  Ward:  When  Mr.  Campbell 
was  superintendent,  did  he  favor 
the  eight  and  four  or  the  six-three- 
three  plan? 

Superintendent:  I  think  origin- 
ally he  might  have  favored  the 
eight  and  four  plan.  Afterwards 
he  favored  the  six-three-three 
plan. 

Mr.  Ward:  Didn't  he  make  a 
public  statement  if  he  had  been 
superintendent  the  six-three-three 
system  never  would  be  placed  in 
the  Boston  schools? 

Superintendent:  I  never  heard 
of  such  a  thing. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  would  likely 
hear   of  it? 

Superintendent:  I  think  so.  I 
made  a  study  over  a  period  of 
ten  years  in  which  we  took  the 
teachers'  estimate  of  the  pupils 
as  they  went  in  to  high  school  in 
the   tenth  grade.    That  is  where 
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the  groups  are  merged.  You  have 
those  with  ninth  grade  junior 
high  instruction,  and  those  who 
had  ninth  and  tenth  years  in  high 
school.  It  was  without  reference 
whatsoever  as  to  where  the  pu- 
pils had  received  ninth-grade 
training  of  the  teachers'  estimates 
of  the  marks  the  children  re- 
ceived while  in   grade   X. 

Then  having  received  the  marks 
fi'om  the  teachers  in  the  high 
schools,  we  diffex'entiated  them 
according  to  their  place  of  prep- 
aration, whether  ninth  grade, 
junior  high  school,  or  ninth  grade 
high  school.  At  the  first,  as  has 
been  suggested,  there  was  objec- 
tion to  junior  high  ninth  grade 
pupils  by  the  high  schools  parti- 
cularly. That  study  was  broken 
down  into  all  major  subjects  of 
the  high  school.  The  results  were 
submitted  to  thfe  headmasters' 
association,  and  that  association 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
preparation  of  children  in  the 
intermediate  schools  was  as  good 
as  in  the  high  school.  That  was 
a  study  based  on  the  high  school 
teachers'  estimates  of  the  grad- 
ing of  their  pupils  as  they  re- 
ceived them  in  the  tenth  grade, 
and  covered  a  period  of  ten  years. 
The  high  school  association  of 
principals  recommended  the  dis- 
continuance  of   the  study. 

Mr.  Norton:  Why  in  your  opin- 
ion in  the  light  of  what  you  see 
are  there  folks  who  feel  you  would 
save  money  by  changing  back  to 
the  old  system? 

Superintendent:  It  is  easy 
enough  to  make  the  statement.  I 
would  have  to  see  it  verified. 

Mr.  Norton:  You  would  have  to 
see  definite  figures? 

Mr.  Ward:  If  the  system  of 
eight  and  four  is  not  educationally 
sound,  w^hy  in  Newton,  Brookline, 
Cambridge  and  the  parochial 
schools  do  we  have  the  eight  and 
four  system?  Don't  you  think 
they  are  big  cities?  They  are  in 
the  metropolitan  area. 

Superintendent:  Why  do  the 
largest  cities  in  the  country  have 
the  junior  high  school  system? 

Mr.  Ward:  Didn't  the  junior 
high  system  come  out  of  Roches- 
ter, New  York? 

Superintendent:  They  had  jun- 
ior high  schools  there. 

Mr.  Ward:  Is  that  the  original? 

Superintendent:  I  do  not  think 
so,  no. 

Mr.  Ward:  I  would  like  to  get 
opinions  from  educational  groups 
throughout  the  country  on  it. 


I   move   the   previous   question. 

Chairman:  The  question  comes 
on  accepting  the  five  salary  or- 
ders as  presented  by  the  Super- 
intendent. 

Mr.  Ward:  Mr.  Chairman,  on 
the  permanent  force,  the  $200,  is 
there  any  commitment  other  than 
the  custodians  on  that? 

Mr.  Norton:  We  would  all  like 
to  give  the  custodians  $400,  those 
that  did  not  get  $200. 

Dr.  Foley:  I  spoke  to  some  one 
yesterday  in  regard  to  raising  the 
maximum  to  be  $3024  instead  of 
$2880.  r  would  like  the  Superin- 
tendent to  place  upon  the  record 
the  answer  that  he  gave  to  me  in 
regard  to  the  maximum  of  the 
intermediate  teachers,  men,  which 
is  $3024  and  how  Mr.  Smith  and 
the  Superintendent  arrived  at  the 
$2880. 

Superintendent:  $3024  is  the 
maximum  salary  for  men  teach- 
ers, junior  high  school.  The  ques- 
tion proposed  by  Dr.  Foley  was 
why  weren't  they  included  in  the 
other  group  rather  than  the  $400 
group. 

Mr.  Ward:  That  is  right. 

Superintendent:  If  you  take 
$3024  and  add  $500  to  it,  you  get 
$3524.  Then  add  $200  E.  C.  A., 
you  obtain  $3724,  which  is  more 
than  the  vice-principals  or  the 
women  teachers  in  the  high 
schools  who  now  get  $3072  as  a 
maximum  would  receive.  In  these 
groups  if  you  add  $400  and  $200 
E.  C.  A.  to  the  $3072  you  would 
find  these  groups  getting  $3672. 
Therefore,  you  would  have  the 
men  teachers  in  the  junior  high 
schools  getting  a  substantial  sal- 
ary above  that  of  the  high  school 
teachers  where  they  now  get  only 
$3024  as  compared  with  $3072. 
They  would  also  be  getting  more 
money  than  the  vice  principals  of 
the  school  in  which  they  worked. 

Dr.  Foley:  Do  you  think  the  or- 
ders have  a  tendency  to  arrive  at 
a  single  salary  schedule? 

Superintendent:  The  step  we 
have  taken  is  an  attempt  to  do 
that. 

Chairman.  I  will  ask  the  Secre- 
tary to  call  the  roll  on  the  accept- 
ance of  the  five  salary  orders. 

On  roll  call,  the  members  re- 
spectively voted  as  follows: 

YEAS— Messrs.  Foley,  McDev- 
itt,  Norton,  Ward,  and  White — 5. 

NAYS— 0. 

The  Chairman  declared  the  five 
salary  orders  passed  unanimously. 
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COMMENDATION  ON 
PREPARATION   OF  BUDGET 

Mr.  Norton:  I  want  to  con- 
gratulate everybody  who  has  had 
anything  to  do  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  this  budget.  This  has  been 
an  extraordinarily  difficult  and 
complex  task.  I  want  to  con- 
gratulate Mr.  Downey,  our  able 
deputy  superintendent,  for  the 
manner  in  which  he  co-operated 
and  also  our  business  manager. 

I  am  very  much  encouraged  by 
the  manner  in  which  this  matter 
has  been  handled  this  year.  Let 
me  say  to  the  Business  Manager 
that  I  understand  that  his  office 
is  going  along  splendidly.     These 


are  the  reports  I  get  from  a  hun- 
dred different  sources.  I  want  to 
say  to  the  Business  Manager,  who 
has  only  been  on  the  job  a  few 
months,  that  I  think  the  manner 
in  which  this  budget,  a  complicat- 
ed matter,  was  handled  by  him 
and  Mr.  Downey  was  very  satis- 
factory. I  want  to  thank  him  and 
everyone. 

Mr.  White:  I  think  you  are  ex- 
pressing the  opinion  of  the  entire 
School  Committee.

Chapter  299 

THE      COMMONWEALTH      OF      MASSA- 
CHUSETTS 

In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine 
Hundred  and  Forty-Seven  An  Act 
Further  Regulating  the  Retire- 
ment of  School  Teachers  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by 
the  authority  of  the  same,  as  fol- 
lows: SECTION  1.  Section  9  of 
Chapter  521  of  the  acts  of  1922,  as> 
amended  by  section  2  of  chapter 


251  of  the  acts  of  1924,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  the  words: — unless  he  makes 
application  for  retirement  prior  to 
such  thirty-first  day  of  August, 
in  which  case  he  shall  be  retired 
wij;hin  thirty  days  after  the  filing 
of  such  application  in  the  same 
manner  and  with  the  same  rights, 
benefits  and  privileges  as  a  school 
teacher  who  is  retired  before  at- 
taining the  age  of  seventy  under 
the  provisions  of  this  secttion, — so 
that  the  second  paragraph  will 
read  as  follows: 

A  member  of  this  retirement 
system  who  shall  have  attained 
age  seventy  shall  be  retired  for 
superannuation  within  thirty  days, 
except  members  of  the  judiciary, 
heads  of  departments  and  mem- 
bers of  boards  in  charge  of  de- 
partments, and  except  that  a 
school  teacher  shall  be  retired  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  August  fol- 
lowing his  attaining  the  age  of 
seventy  unless  he  makes  applica- 
tion for  retirement  prior  to  such 
thirty-first  day  of  August,  in  which 
case  he  shall  be  retired  within 
thirty  days  after  the  filing  of  such 
application  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  rights,  benefits 
and  privileges  as  a  school  teacher 
who  is  retired  before  attaining  the 
age  of  seventy  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section.  SECTION  2. 
This  act  shall  take  full  effect  upon 
its  acceptance  during  the  current 
year  by  approval  of  the  mayor, 
and  by  vote  of  the  city  council, 
of  the  city  of  Boston,  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  its  charter,  but 
not  otherwise.

RETIREMENT     OF     JAMES     J. 
MAHAR 

Mr.  White,  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee, presented  the  following, 
which  was  ordered  spread  upon 
the  records: 

On  August  31,  1947,  Mr.  James 
J.  Mahar,  Engineer  in  the  School 
Department,  was  retired  after 
forty-five  years  of  service  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  Following  his  grad- 
uation from  the  English  High 
School,  Mr.  Mahar  entered  Massa- 
chusetts Institute  of  Technology, 
electing  the  mechanical  engineer- 
ing course,  and  received  his  degree 
from  that  institution  in  1902. 

In  November,  1902,  following  his 
graduation  from  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology,  he  en- 
tered the  employ  of  the  School- 
house  Department  and  in  the  ensu- 
ing years  worked  in  all  branches, 
including  engineering  and  archi- 
tectural departments. 

In  1919  he  was  "appointed 
Schoolhouse  Commissioner,  in 
which  position  he  served  until 
1925  when  he  was  appointed  En- 
gineer in  the  Office  of  the  Busi- 
ness Manager.  He  continued  in 
this  capacity  until  1929  when 
Chapter  351  of  the  Acts  of  that 
year  became  effective.  Under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Super- 
intendent of  Schools  was  given 
the  authority  of  approval  of  all 
plans  and  specifications  relative 
to  major  alterations  and  repairs, 
and  to  new  construction.  Mr. 
Mahar  was  assigned  as  technical 
advisor  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  in  all  matters  relating  to 
the  upkeep  of  the  school  plant 
and  to  new  construction. 

In  1938  he  was  granted  leave  of 
absence  from  his  position  as  En- 
gineer in  the  School  Department 
and  was  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  of  School  Build- 
ings as  Superintendent  of  Con- 
struction in  the  Department  of 
School  Buildings,  which  position 
he  occupied  until  1946. 

During  his  service  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Construction  he  reor- 
ganized the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  School  Buildings  and, 
without  reducing  salaries  or  dis- 
charging personnel,  effected  re- 
ductions in  expenses  of  approxi- 
mately $2,500,000. 
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Throughout  his  long  and  honor- 
able career  he  has  given  faithful, 
devoted  service.  The  Boston 
School  Committee  is  deeply  appre- 
ciative of  this  service,  marked 
as  it  has  been  by  the  highest 
personal  and  professional  stand- 
ards. On  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Mahar,  a  career  man  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  School  Committee 
extends  its  sincere  wishes  for 
years  of  health  and  happiness  so 
richly  deserved  by  a  faithful,  loyal 
worker  in  the  interests  of  the  Bos- 
tor   Public  Schools.

The  total  number  belonging  in 
the  Boston  public  schools  on  Sep- 


tember 30,  1947  was  93,371,  which 
is  2,420  fewer  pupils  than  were  en- 
rolled in  the  schools  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1946.  The  Teachers  Col- 
lege of  the  City  of  Boston  shows 
a  decrease  of  2  students.  Latin 
and  day  high  schools  show  a  de- 
crease of  577  pupils;  in  grades 
VII,  VIII  and  IX,  there  is  a  de- 
crease of  964  pupils;  in  grades  I 
to  VI,  there  is  a  decrease  of  74 
pupils;  in  the  kindergartens,  there 
is  a  decrease  of  627  pupils;  and  in 
the  special  schools,  a  decrease  of 
176  pupils. 

In  the  Continuation  School,  the 
membership  on  September  30, 
1947  was  3  more  than  on  Septem- 
ber 30,  1946.  On  September  30, 
1947,  it  was  170  as  against  167  on 
September  30.  1946. 

This  year  the  Training  School 
for  Teachers  of  Mechanic  Arts, 
with  a  membership  of  41,  is  in- 
cluded in  Special  Schools.
